Zante Currants, 


Tariff Victory for the Coast 
is not Secure. 


Protest from Fresno Presented by 
Senator Perkins—Secretary Hay 
not Up in Domestic Economy-—Los 
Angeles ’War’’ Pension Claim. 


[PY DIRECT WIRE TO.THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] What California gained by 
the magnificent fights before the com- 
mittees of Congress on the Dingley Bill 
in protection for raisins, citrus fruit, 
lumber and coal will not be lost with- 
out such a fight as has not been made 
on any other products. The State De- 
partment has promised that nothing 
final will be done in the way of reci- 
-procity treaty with Greece, which will 
admit free Zante currants and citrus 
fruits until notification and argument 
has been made. In addition, the Ca- 
nadian commission agreement will not 
contain any clause freeing from the 
tariff burden lumber and coal without 
giving weight to the argument of Cali- 
fornia men. 

The Zante currants fight was in- 
augurated today before Secretary of 
State Hay by Senator Perkins. The 
clause in the President's message 
aroused him, as well as the raisin men 
of California, and he at once went to 
the department and submitted the fol- 
lowing message from Fresno: 

“We are greatly alarmed that Presi- 
dent McKinley suggests a treaty with 
Greece, admitting Zante currants free.

It was explained that protection for 
the raisin men was one of the princi- 
pal things gained for the State by the 
Dingley Bill, and that it could not be 
lost without a protest. Secretry Hay 
made the point that California could 
not compete with currants, and could 
not readily take in the fact that rai- 
sins took the same place in domestic 
economy. After an'argument by Per- 
kins, he agreed that nothing final wou'd 
be done until opportunity to submit ar- 
gument had been given to California 
men. It was also promised that the 
matter should he called to the atten- 
tion of the President himself, and final 
action would depend upon his instruc- 
tions.

WASHINGTON, (D. Dec. T= 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] Unexpectedly 
strong oposition to immediate Hawailam 
legislation came out in both Senate 
and House today. In the Senate, the 
opposition was particularly strong, and 
did not seem to be confined to those 
Senators who are habitually found até 
cross-purposes with the administra- 
tion. Several Republican Senators are 
strongly averse to early action looking 
toward making Hawaii a Territory of 

the United States, with a delegate in 
the House of Representatives and with 
the possibility of ultimate statehood. 

The most violent outbreak against 
Hawaiian legislation came from Senae- 
tor Hoar, who, in exécutive session, 
caused considerable excitement by @ 
speech which amounted to an attack 
upon President McKinley for the ap- 
pointment of Senators as members of 
the commission to formulate a governe- 
ment for Hawaii. Mr. Hoar’s remarks 
containéd more bitterness than hag 
been or ever will be reported. He dé« 
in effect, by appointing: Sena- 
tors members of this and the Peace 
Commission, the President practically 
made tools of such Senators to do hig 
wishes and bidding. 

This attack, following Senator Hoar’s 
recent public declaration that if the 
Philippines’ th. downfall 
of the republic wil! date from the ad- 
ministration of William McKinley,” 
places the Massachusetts Senator oute © 
side the following of the President. 

It is yet too early to predict what the 
outcome of the opposition to Hawaiian 
legislation will be. There is much 
talk of putting the whole subject over 
until the next Congress, and attempt- 
ing to devise some means whereby Ha- 
wail may become a colony or insular 
possession, along with other recently- 
acquired territory. Certainly there 
will be a very bitter fight against give 
ing Hawaii a Territorial form of gov- 
ernment, although the administration 
can do as it sees fit, push the matter 
through to a victorious ending. But 
President McKinley's friends will ask 
him not to do this. 


NICARAGUA CANAL BILL, 


Amended to Provide for an Issuance 
al of Bonds. 
[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—As a result 
of the meeting of the senate committee 
on the Nicaragua Canal today, Senator 
Morgan gave notice of an amendment 
to the Nicaragua Canal Bill authorize 
ing the immediate issuance, with © 
guarantee by this government, of $5,< 
00,000 worth of bonds for the redempe- 
tion of all outstanding stock except 
that held by the government of Nicae 
ragua and Costa Rica, and the cancele- 
lation of all obligations. He submitted 
at the same time a report upon the 
situation with reference to the canal 
dealing exclusively with the fact that 
the government of Nicaragua granted 
a concession to construct a canal to 
another company than the Maritime 


4.Canal Company. 


He denounced this transaction. in 


| vere terms, upholding the rights of the 


Maritime Company for the present and 
for an extension of its concession for 
ten years more. The report arraigns 
the conduct of the republic of Nicae 
ragua, as Well as that of the Amere 
ican citizens securing the new conces. 
sion, in most severe terms, attributing 
the course of Nicaragua to jealousy of 
Costa Raga and that of the concession- 
aires to ‘obstruct a great national pole 
icy in selling out to a transcontinental 
railroad company for the defeat of @ 
supposed competitor.” 

The committee adduces as a justifie 
cation of the new report the serioug- 
ness of the situation, saying on this 
point: “The serious consequences likely 
to result to the United States from the 
unprecedented and unwarranted action 
of the late government of Nicaragua 
and the evident purpose to force our 
government into payment of a large 
sum as compensation for the future 
consent of the republic of the United 
States of Central America to the crea. 
tion of a maritime canal through the 
San Juan River and Lake Nicaragua, 
requires the committee to present the 
grounds on which it insists that this 
proceeding is without any support in 
law. justice or equity, and that i¢ 
violates the hitherto cordial relationg 
of the United States with Nicaragua.” 

It is asserted that, in view of the 
fact that Nicaragua had made the 
concession, it was her duty to obtain 
a concession from the Costa Rican 
government when the claims of that 
country are established; but, instead 
of that, it is pointed out that Nica. 
ragua made a formal threat to Free. 
nounce its concession if any concem 
sion was obtainedifrom Costa Rica. 

“Thus,” the committee concludes, 
conduct equivalent to main force, Nigs 
aragua prevented progress in the work 
on the canal and put a cloud upon the 
credit of the company of execution 
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that could not be otherwise than dis- 
astrous.”’ 

The committee contends that the cir- 
cumstances of the concession point to 
the fact that the concession provides 
for a charter to be granted to the 
United States.

It is then set forth that Costa Rica’s 
interests in the canal are as great as 
those of Nicareua, “and it follows that 
the action of both republics is essen- 
tial to the assertion of the right of 
either to clam a forfeiture of the con- 
cession. If Nicaragua claims that the 
concession it has granted is forfeited, 
Costa Rica has the equal right to as- 
Sert that it is not forfeited.” 

It is then set forth that the United 
States a party to the measure of 
‘building the canal at the instance of 
both Costa Rica and Nicaragua, and 
it is claimed that the consent of this 
country is also necessary to any pre- 
ceeding on the part of Costa Rica look- 
ing to the forfeiture of the concession 

“Nicaragua,” the committee asserts, 
“cannot repeal an act of Congress 
which dedicates the canal and its con- 
cessionary incidents to a corporation 
chartered for such great purpose.” At- 
tention is then called to the fact that 
the concession provides for the sub- 
mission of any dispute to arbitraton, 
and it is claimed that this provision 
operates to prevent any arbitrary ac- 
tion on the part of Nicaragua. 

Dwelling upon Nicaragua’s course in 
the matter, the committee says: “How 
this unexampled condition isto be dealt 
with otherwise than by an express and 
determined attitude on the part of 
the United States, is a question that 
carries with it the danger of serious 
‘embroilment in the near future.

CONGRESS REVIEW. 
[ASSOCIATRD TRESS NIGHT REPORT. }

The House today passed the anti- 
Ticket-Scalping Bill by a vote of 119 to 
101. This action is the culmination of 
a ten vears’ struggle on the part of 
the railroads to put an end to the 
business of ticket-scalping. The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission _ first 
called attention to the subject in its 
report of 1888, and it has been before 
Congress ever since, in one form or an- 
ether. During the last session, exten- 
sive hearings were given both to the 
representatives of the railroads and the 
scalpers, and Mr. Sherman of New 
York secured 174 pledges for the meas- 
ure. It was. however, deemed inad- 
visable to bring the measure forward 
until the present session. The debate 
today lasted four hours, and was spir- 
ted upon both sidf#@ None of the 
amendments offered were adopted, and 
“the bill passed as reported by the 
committee.

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The Senate 
had a long debate in executive session 
today upon the subject of confirmation 
of the Hawaiian commissioners. The 
debate was started by Senator Hoar, 
who made a vigorous protest against 
the practice of appointing Senators 
upon such a commission. He said the 
Senators who were appointed acted un- 
der the direction and became the duly 
authorized agents of the President, to 
carry out his ideas and wishes. What 
became of their functions as Senators, 
he asked, when the report they make, 
as in the case of the Hawaiian com- 
mission, came before the Senate, a co- 
ordinate branch of the government? 

In the case of the joint high commis- 
sion now considering. a treaty with 
Great Britain, and the Peace Commis- 
sion in Paris, there was the same ob- 
jection, but applie@ with greater force. 
Senators should hold aloof from such 
positions, because their acts as com- 
missioners were to be passed upon by 
themselves as Senators, a very repre- 
hensible practice, in the opinion of 
Mr. Hoar. He intimated that Senators 
acting for the President as a commis- 
sion, which, in dealing with a foreign 
country, had to act as a body, might 
be placed in the position of supporting 
a@ cause which they, as Senators, were 
to reject. 

The method of appointing Senators 
on commissions was defended by Sen- 
ators Morrell and Platt of Connecticut, 
who claimed there was nothing incon- 
sistent in doing so. The debate then 
became somewhat general, and the con- 
stitutional prerogatives of the Presi- 
dent and the rights of the Senate were 
discussed at length upon the legal and 
technical phase of the subject. 

Other speakers in the controversy 
Were Senators Chandler and Bacon, in 
opposition to the free exercise by the 
President of the power to appoint Sen- 
ators to other positions. They pointed 
out that there was a law on the statute 
books inhibiting citizens from holding 
two offices with pay at the same time, 
and insisted that such appeintments 
were contrary to the spirit of American 
institutions. 

Senator Aldrich was among 
who contended for the right of the 
President to call into the service of 
the country the talents of Senators and 
members of Congress in other lines 
than those which their offices indi- 
eated. The contention on this side was 
to the effect that the practice was an 
old one, and the advocates cited a Su- 
preme Court decision to show that two 
Offices might be held by the same per- 
g0n in cases where the services did not 
conflict. 

Senator Aldrich made the point that 
the position of the commissioners in 
Buch duties as those of the Hawalian 
Commission and the Paris Peace Com- 
mission was not inconsistent with the 
Performance of Senatorial duties.

AML Senators making speeches, espe- 
cially disclaimed any intention of per- 
sonally attacking any Senator occupy- 
ing the position of commissioner. 

After two and a half hours of dis- 
cussion, the question was referred to 
the Judiciary Committee with instruc- 
tions to investigate and report upon 
the nomination of the commissioners.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

the last session had been made a spe- 
cial order for today, but in the ab- 
Sence of Mr. Hill of Connecticut, who 
had charge of the measure, Mr. Wal- 
ker of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
Committee on Banking and Currency, 
asked that it go over for one week 
without prejudice.

Mr. Payne of New York asked unani- 
mous consent to consider the Senate 
bill to amend the laws relating to 
American seamen, but Mr. Hepburn of 
Iowa demanded the regular order. This 
was the call of committees. The first 
committee called was the Committee 
on Interstate Commerce, and Mr. Hep- 
burn called up the Anti-Scalping Bill. 
Mr. White of Illinois said there was 
opposition to the measure. 
Mr. Adamson (Dem.,) of Georgia, 
who made the minority report, was ab- 
sent. Mr. Bland (Dem.,) of Missouri 
said he desired to raise the question 
of consideration, but the Speaker an- 
nounced that it was too late. Mr. 
Bland said that an important bill like 
this should be debated at length, and 
he objected to the offer of an hour on 
a aide. 
All efforts to effect an agreement 
as to time failed and Mr. Hepburn was 
thereupon recognized for an hour. He 
yielded to Mr. Sherman (Rep.,) of New 
York, who explained that the bill was 
very similar to the one passed by the 
House during the last Congress. The 
changes were mainly restrictive upon 
corporations, 

BILL IS PASSED. 

[ASSOCLATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The bill ce- 
quired the carricrs subject to the In- 
terstate Commerce Act to provide each 
agent: authorized to sell tickets with a 
certifiate, and make it unlawful for 
an officer or such carrier to supply 
tickets to any but authorized agents. 
It made violation of these provisions a 
misdemeanor, and provided for the re- 
demption of unusued or partially-used 
tickets, and also provided penalties for 
forging or altering tickets. Mr. Sher- 
man said this legislation had been re- 
peatedly recommended by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission: that it 
had the support of newspapers gand 
commercial bodies, and that over three 
thousand petitions in its favor had 
been presented to the House during the 
present Congress. The business com- 
munities had come to look upon ticket 
brokerage business as illegal. The 
amount of fraud practiced, if known, 
would startle any one unfamiliar with 
the facts. 

Mr. Brundige (Dem.,) of Arkansas of- 
fered as an amendment a proviso to 
the effect that the act should not ap- 
ply to tickets that are issued by any 
railroad or other common carrier for 
the purpose of being transferred. 

The bill was opposed by Messrs. Lit- 
tle (Dem.,) of Missouri, Bodine (Dem.,) 
of Missouri, Bartlett (Dem..) of Geor- 
gia, and Gillett (Rep.,) of Massachu- 
Setts. The latter said that all the 
court’s decisions thus far had been in 
the direction of the unconstitutionality 
of the proposed law. He said scalpers 
could not do business if the railorods 
did not supply them with tickets. 

Mr. Marsh (Rep.,) of Illinois and Mr. 
Connell (Rep.,) of Dllinois opposed the 
bill in a vigorous manner. 

Mr. Hepburn, in charge of the bill, 
replied to its critics. It was not de- 
signed to stifle competition. On a ris- 
ing vote the Brundige amendment was 
defeated by 70 to 88. The vote was 
The 
amendment was defeated by 101 to 122. 
The vote then recurred on Mr. Corliss’s 
amendment. It was also defeated, by 
5 to 60. Mr. Adamson (Dem...) of 
Georgia,, Mr. Gaines (Dem.,) of Ten- 
nessee and Mr. Todd (Rep.,) of Michi- 
gan opposed the bill. The latter made 
a vigorous onslaught upon the rail- 
roads, after which the bill was placed 
upon its passage. : 

The bill was passed by 119 to 101, the 
announcement of the result being re- 
ceived with applause.

NATIONAL GUARD BILL.

ARMY REORGANIZATION BILL. 


A Different Measure from That of 
Gen, Miles, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. —Representa- 
tive Hull, charman of the House Comn- 
mittee on Military Affairs, today in- 
troduced a bill increasing the resviar 
army to approximately 100,000 men. 
The bill was framed at the War De- 
partment, and has the avproval cf the 
Secretary of War. It is net the bili 
framed by Gen. Miles, as this measure 
has not the high rank propused by the 
Miles Dill, and some of the apnoint- 
ments are open to officers of volunteers 
from civil life, It provides for a lieu- 
tenant-general, and what is considered 
a sufficient. increase of major-generals 
and brigadier-generals to command an 
army of 100,000 men, scattered from 
Porto Rico to Manila. The artillery arm 
is reorganized, separating them into 
coast and field artillery, but promo- 
tion to be by senority of the whole 
army. A decrease of the enlisted men js 
made, also that. the army may be in- 
creased by recruits in case of war to 
full strength. 

The cavalary is increased two regi- 

ments, the infantry five. The enlisted 
strength of an infantry company is not 
to exceed 145, so that in case of war 
new regiments would have to be 
formed, all of which would be volun- 
teers but,the regular army would make 
a substantial first line. The bill pro- 
vides for the three-battalion forma- 
tion. The staff corps are increased 
about 40 per cent. and, with the ex- 
ception of adjutant-general, inspector- 
general and ordnance, are open to 
appointments from the volunteers or 
civil life. The most noticeable change 
is that of the medical department, in 
Which provision is made for a hospital 
corps of 5000 privates, with the neces- 
Sary non-commissioned officers, with 
a largely increased number of surgeons 
and assistant surgeons. All officers and 
men serving in the sub-tropical. coun- 
tries are to have an increase of 25 per 
cent. in pay. Under the immediate 
control of the. President, inhabitants 
of the new companies may be enlisted 
in the organizations there serving. The 
bill gives a total of fourteen regiments 
of artillery. twelve of cavairy and 
thirty of infantry. 
Chairman Hull's bill is cast on en- 
tirely different lines from Gen. Miles’s 
bill, so that detailed comparison is 
difficult. The Miles bill is based on tie 
theory of one soldier for 1000 popula- 
tion, while the Hull bill is based on the 
idea of a total force of 100,000, the bill 
being constructed so as to reach that 
total. Gen. Miles provides for a gen- 
eral and for two lieutenant-generals, 
while the Hull bill makes no provision 
for a general, and but for one lieuten- 
ant-general. 

The regimental organization of the 
artillery arm is discontinued, and that 
member is designated as the corps of 
artillery. The distinction between 
coast ‘and field artillery is similar tuo 
the Miles bill, but more elaborate in 
detail. The Atlantic division of the 
ccast is defined to include from the 
Atlantic and the Gulf seaboards and 
the great lakes, ‘‘and shall ultimately 
include the coast line of the West In- 
dian possessions of the United States.’ 

The Pacific division is defined to in- 
clude the Pacific seaboard,’ and shall 
ultimately “include the coast line of 
the various possessions of the United 
States in the Pacific Ocean.” 

The corps of artillery embraces 144 
batteries of coast artillery and twenty- 
four field batteries. Each regiment of 
infantry consists of twelve companies, 


of four companies each.

NOSE OUT OF JOINT. 


GREAT BRITAIN BUMPS AGAINST 
THE CANAL POLICY. 


Alarmists Looking for Trouble Be- 
tween the Two Countries—The 
United States Can Abrogate the 
Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, if not 
Already Abrogated. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) As has been imdicated in these 
dispatches would unquestionably be the 
case, England has at last taken @ pos- 
itive step in protest against the United 
States alone building the Nicaragua 
Canal Yesterday at Washington Sir 
Julian Pauncefote called upon Secre- 
retary Hay and laid before him the 
British side of the case as they find 
it in the Bulwer-Clayton treaty, and 
protested that exclusive control of the 
canal by the United States would. be 
a violation of that convention. As the 
State Department holds that Great 
Britaim cannot interfere with this gov- 
ernment’s declared intention of build- 
ing the Nicaragua Canal, there is 
no doubt that Sir Julian was formally 
notified of this country’s attitude. 

Some alarmists assume to believe that 
the British position in this matter por- 
tends serious friction between the 
United States and Great Britain. The 
British Ambassador's sturdy front 
lends piquant interest ta the subject. 
Should British opposition continue be- 
yond the ordinary limits of diphomatic 
insistence, the Senate may abrogate the 
Claytom-Bulwer treaty. Here is an au- 
thoritative statement as to the State 
Department's position: 

The United States has two defenses 
against any assertion or exercise of in- 
terference, friendly or otherwise, by 
Great Britain. First, the United States 
can immediately annul the treaty; sec- 
cmd, under the treaty the United States 
can do anything she proposes to do 
without Violating of any of its terms, 
although, further, the treaty has been 
abragated by Great Britain's own acts. 

One of the highest officials in the 
department. said last night that the 
best plam to pursue would be forthe Sen- 
ate taannul the treaty, thus puttig be- 
yond all the question of the right of the 
United States to erect and maintain 
fortifications at either end of the canal. 
The Clayton-Bulwer treaty seeks to 
deny this right to both Great Britain 
and the gifted States. 

Meanwhile word comes from London 
this morning that England is deter- 
mined not to waive her rights under 
the Claytcn-Bulwer treaty. A leading 
official having the closest relations 
with the Central American republics 
and the British Foreign Office, is quoted 
as saying that communications are 
proceeding between the Foreign Of- 
fice and Secretary Hay cm British 
claims. The point of the demand is 
neutrality, or a joint control of the 
Nicaragua Canal, with equal rights in 
peace and war. |

QUAKES IN CUBA. 

There were three heavy earthquake 
shocks at Santiaga, Cuba, and all along 
the coast of the islamd yesterday. They 
were accompanied by the deep boom 
and a rumble that sounded like a dis- 
charge of artillery. This was followed 
by a shaking af the earth which caused 
the rafters to rattle and walls to trem- 
ble; displaced the heavy tiles on the 
roofs of the houses and smashed the 
crockery ware, The first shock lasted 
five seconds. The second and third 
shocks were not so violent amd were 
not accompanied by rumbling. They 
lasted ten and eleven seconds respec- 
tively. People were badly frightened 
many of them running into the streets 
in their night clothas. The oest 
residents say the first shock was the 
severest that has occurred in years.

WAIL FROM BREWERS. 

A strong wail came from the brew- 
ers of the South yesterday against the 
growing use of California wines instead 
of beer, particularly in New Orleans. 
The ‘“‘kick’’ was made at a meeting in 
New York of the brewers of the United 
States to protest against the $l-a-bar- 
rel war tax on beer, which, it is 
claimed, is ruinous to beer;making and 
consumption. |A- G. Richs of New Or- 
leans submitted figures which caused 
consternation among brewers, by show- 
ing the great falling off in beer sales 
in Louisiana, on account of the tax. 
This handicap to the beer industry, he 
said, brought in a lot of cheap Califor-- 
nia wines. The moment it was possible 
to do this in Louisiana at anything like 
a competing price, he said, the brewers 
are gone, because the people of that 
State are largely wine-drinkers. 

For five months in 1897, Richs said, 
California wine was sold in Louisiana, 
while this year the sales of wine had 
reached 48,240 barrels of fifty-one gal- 
lons each. Most of it had been sold in 
bulk at auction, and had then been re- 
tailed in pitchers, cans and cups at 
the rate of 5 cents a quart, with a 
chunk of ice thrown in, thus avoiding 
all taxation. 

The New Orleans gentleman saw ul- 
timate complete paralization of the 
beer industry in the South, by this 
competition of California wine, and 
he said the habit of using it was spread- 
ing all through the Mississippi Valley 

into Texas.

TRADE WITH CHINA. 


Consul-General Sowles at Chee-Foo 
Points With Pride. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—With a 
good deal of pride, Consul-General 
Sowles, at Chee-Foo, calls the atten- 
tion of the State Department to the 
phenomenal strides made by American 
trade in that section of China in the 
past year. He a that when the 
books for 1898 are closed, the value of 
American merchandise imported there 
will lead all others. It will possibly 
equal, if not exceed, the values for all 
Europe. The American flour imports 
for rs months of this year were $41,-: 
393, which was almost as large as the 
value of the imports of flour for the 
whole four years preceding. American 
ginseng also made its first appearance 
as an article of import, which the Con- 
sul regards as remarkable. In the case 
of drills, the imports for the first six 
months of this year exceeded those of 
the entire years of 1893 and 1894, and 
the imports of all goods in 1897 were 
four times as large as they were in 
1893 


The value of imports into Chee-Fo0o 
in 1897, specified as American, were 
almost ten times greater than those 
specified as from Great Britain. The 
Consul points to the interesting fact 
that the value of the American imports 
into the single Chinese port of Chee- 
Foo exceeds the entire value of our ex- 
ports to any on of forty-one separate 
countries, which he names, including in 
the list such nations as Guatemala, 
Peru, Dutch East Indies, Portugal and 
Switzerland, and in the Consul’s opinion 
not more than twenty of the eighty-six 
political divisions of the world’s com- 
merce would show a greater value of 
our exports than this Chinese port of 
Chee-Foo. 

He said, it is also true that the value 
of American exports to three North 
China ports, Tien-Tsin, Niu-Chwang 
and Chee-Foo last year exceeded our 
combined sales to all the Central 
American states, while we sold more 
cotton goods in Chee-Foo than we sold 
in all Europe.

CHAMBERLAIN’S REPORT SUPPORTS 
GAGE’S RECOMMENDATIONS, 


> 


Figures to Prove the Necessity of 
Creating an American Merchant 
Marine—Three Courses Open, 
Maritime Position to Correspond 
to Our Pretensions, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The annual 
report of Navigation Commissioner 
Chamberlain is devoted mainly to sta- 
tistics and facts in support of the 
project for the creation of the American 
merchant marine, recommended by 
Secretary Gage. Excluding the Great 
Lakes, practically shut off by Niagara 
Falls form foreign competition, the 
tonnage of vessels entered and cleared 
at seaports of the United States in for- 
eign trade for 1897, comprised 7,248,625 
tons American, and 32,632,419 tons for- 
eign shipping. In over sea navigation 
to foreign ports more than 1500 miles 
distant, American shipping amounted 
to only 2,068,656 tons, compared with 
27,418,026 tons foreign. 

Only three practical courses, at the 
present time, are open to the United 
States: 

First—We may retain our laws un- 
changed, ignore national navigat ion, 
and continue to rely on vessels under 
foreign flags for the transportation of 
our exports ad imports. 

Second—We may permit foreign-built 
vessels to register under the American 
flag, ship crews abroad, and increase 
national navigation. 

Third—We may extend direct govern- 
ment aid to vessels built in the United 
States, and thus increase both national 
navigation and national shipbuilding. 


The last named of these three courses| 


is suggested to a very great extent by 
our new relations to the rest of the 
world, which expects the United States 


first time we now hold and shall doubt- 
less permanently hold inhabited terri- 
tory beyond the limit of the North 
American continent. If all that such 
possession involved were the physical 
force to keep these domains against all 
comers, the vote of some extra tens of 
millions every year to the army and 
navy would be sufficient. 

The flag of the United States should 
be more than the token of conquest by 
superior strength. Our maritime posi- 
tion must correspond to our preten- 
sions, and to attain this result American 


shipyards and American ships must be 


increased, and reasonable contributions 
‘from the treasury toward this result 
should not be begrudged. Nations and 
individuals that dissent from the. gen- 
eral theory of government aid to pri- 
vate enterprise, concede on _ political 
grounds an exception in favor of ship- 
building and navigation. 

Largely through indifférence we have 
lost the share in transatlantic naviga- 
tion which was once ours. The grow- 
ing trade of the Pacific is rapidly slip- 
ping way from us. Excluding Hawaii, 
entries and clearances from Asia and 
Oceanica at ports of the United States 
in 1890, amounted to 238,960 tons Amer- 
ican shipping and in 1897 to only 221,- 
438 tons, while foreign shipping in- 
creased from 431,242 tons to 924,720 tons. 
Foreign nations are not skillfully fol- 
lowing the policy of government aid to 
develop their navigation in the Pacific. 

Toward steamship lines to the east 
coast of Asia alone Great Britain last 
year contributed $1,250,000; France, $1,- 
217,000; Germany, $480,000; Spain (1896,) 
$416,000; Russia, $405,000; Austria, $306,- 
000, and Italy, $277,000. The United 
States paid only $40,000 to American 
lines to Asia, at rerular mail rates. We 
have deluded ourselves into the belief 
that the Pacific trade will become ours 
without taking ordinary precautions to 
meet competition. Liberal extracts are 
published from the report on which the 
Reichstag last year increased to 5,500,- 
000 marks subsidies to German vessels 
in the Pacific, showing that Germany is 
already endeavoring to forestall the 
United States in securing commercial 
control of the Pacific. 

The act of 1891 was designed to se- 
eure the largest and quickest steam- 
ships in the world for the American 
service on the Atlantic. Marine con- 
struction, however, has already ad- 
vanced beyond the size and speed con- 
templated when that act was passed. 
It has proved inadequate for the Pa- 
cific. Its maximum rates for that trade 
are $2.30 per nautical mile outward for 
a sixteen-knot steamship. The British 
government pays $2.82 to the Penin- 
sular and Oriental and $3.40 to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific lines; the German gov- 
ernment pays $2.54 to fourteen-knot 
vessels of the North German Lloyd, 
and the French government $2.98 to the 
Messageries Maritimes, the equivalent 
for an inferior service to Asia. 

. Spain imposed annual charges of 
$580,000 on Cuba, $125,000 on Porto Rico 
and $170,000 on the Philippines for 
steam communication, and herself con- 
tributes $1,000,000 more for that purpose. 
This Spanish total is about double the 
entire support the United States gave 
American steamships in 1897: The ob- 
ligations we have assumed by taking 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, annex- 
ing Hawaii and governing Cuba, thus 
require us to make larger appropria- 
tions for the merchant marine or to 
confess our weakness by abandoning 
navigation to Great Britain, Germany, 
France and Japan. 

We must also take steps for the 
qualified admission of foreign ships to 
American registry in order to enter 
immediately into active competition 
for Asiatic trade. The act of 1891 calls 
for 5000-ton steamships of sixteen 
knots. We have only ten sea-going 
steamships of over 4000 tons. All of 
these are American Transatlantic lin- 
ers, and two New York-Cuba mail lin- 
ers already under postal contract. The 
Arizona, 5300 tons, sixteen knots, is the 
only vessel complying with the re- 
quirements of the act of 1891, and she 
was admitted by Congress last June 
to American registry and bought by 
the War Department. The China, ad- 
mitted by Congress at the same time, is 
4940 tons, seventeen Knots. The two re- 
maining vessels are the City of Peking, 
5080 tons, but only fourteen knots, built 
in 1874, and the El Rio, owned by the 
navy under the name of Dixie. 

It will require at least eighteen 
months to build vessels of over 5000 
tons and sixteen knots, needed to meet 
new conditions in the Pacific. Mean- 
while, a combination of four large 
German lines, aided by the Reichstag, 
is hastening to completion steamships 
to carry out German imperial policy 
in Asia. | 

A relaxation of the registry law 
was necessary to establish our Trans- 
atlantic line, and a similar relaxation 
is now necessary to meet conditions 
on the Pacific. It is proposed that for- 
eign-built vessels be admitted to Amer- 
ican registry on condition that equiva- 
lent tonnage be built in the United 
Statés, as was done in the case of the 
Paris, New York, St. Paul and St. 
Louis. By a similar policy Germany has 
built up within fourteen years its 
great shipyards. From 1885 to 1891 the 
North German Lloyd spent $7,500,000 in 
Germany, and $2,000,000 in British 
yards, while from 1891 to 1897 it spent 
$16.000,000 in German yards and only 
$1, 500,000 in British yards. 

‘The report considers differences in 
cost of construction and operation un- 
der the American and, British flags, and 
concludes that on the average for 
cargo steamships now in use by for- 
eign nations, this difference amounts 
to about 1 per cent, per ton for each 109 
nautical miles.,On the basis considered 
an average annual expenditure of about 
$5,000,000 for twelve or fourteen years, 
aided by industrial development, will 
give the United States a becoming mar- 
itime rank. This sum is substantially

become a ship-building power superior 

to the German and a close competitor 

with Great Britain. This autumn we 
exported plates for the largest ships 
now on the, sways in Great Britain. Five 

years ago Wwe imported the plates from 
Great Britain for our first large stecl 
square-rigged ship. 

The trade between the Unite< States 
and Porto Rico now, by executive order, 
restricted to American ports, should be 
so confined by statutes. Of the trade 
between America and Hawaii, 29 per 
cent. is carried on by American veo 
sels, and over 10 per cen. of the re- 
mainder by Hawaiian vessels, which 
will doubtless be admitted to Ameri- 
can registry by Congress. American 
vessels now leaving in ballast will be 
sufficient to supply the transportation 
requirements of the island if foreign 
vessels are withdrawn, 

Almost the entire value of the an- 
nexation of Hawaii to the developmem 
of American navigation in the Paci*e« 
is involved in treating the islands as 
an extension of our boundaries, bring- 
ing us from 1500 to 2000 miles nearer 
the markets of Asia and Australia. Th: 
epposition of the British and Germans 
in this proposition is anticipated, in the 
line of their consistent policy, by swubsi- 
dies to develop their shipping on the 
Pacific. The restrictions proposed, how- 
ever, are in strfct accord with our n2- 
tional pelicy and with our treaties, and 
does not interfere with the existing 
trade relations. 

A revision of the tonnage-tax laws is 
propsed. The report also considers lex- 
islation for the improvement of Ar--cr-7 
ican seamen, pilotage sea- 
worthiness of vessels, allotment of 
wages, and other matters. 


DUCKWORTH WAS SHOT 


AND HIS DEATH IS CHARGED TO 
EDWARD L, DOLING.

Strange Light Thrown on a Mysteri- : 


ous Crime of Last Year—Man 
~ Naw Dead, Was Decoyed by an 
Embezzler Whom He Resembled. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 7.—The Post-Dis- 
patch today throws light on a mysteri- 
ous shooting that occurred in St. Louis 
January 14, 1897, and resulted in the 
death of Elliott L.. Duckworth at Kan- 
sas City, Kan., some time after that. 
According to ‘the story, Duckworth 
came to St. Louis from Springfield, 
Mo., to meet Edward L. Doling, am jn- 
diana bank cashier, who, in a letter, 
had offered the former a remunerative 
position. 

Before meeting Doling, 
who had registered at the Planters’ 
Hotel, strolled out to Forest Park, 
where he was later found on the sam? 
day, badly wounded, with a nrullet-hole 
in his head and a revolver lying beside 
him. It was apparently a case of sui- 
cide. In the wounded man’s pocket was 
a card bearing these words: “I am Ed- 
ward I. Doling of Terra Haute, Ind., 
in case of accident.” 

Doling, it appears, was at that time 
wanted for embezzling $50,000 from a 
small bank in Terre Haute, Ind. He 
disappeared about the time he wrote the 
letter to Duckworth, making the St. 
Louis appointment with the | Jatter. 
Doling and Duckworth, who were not 
acquainted personally, resembled each 
other to a remarkable decree. Tie 
story goes on to say that Duckworth 
was decoyed to this city by Doling and 
fatally shot, a card put in his pocket 
with the latter’s name on it, and the 
wounded man passed off on the police 
and public as the missing embezzler. 

Duckworth was taken home by his 
sister, Mrs. Eva C. Hutchinson of 
Hutchinson, Kan., he having revealed 
his identity. The wounded man de- 
nied that he had attempted to commit 
suicide, and said he remembered noth- 
ing about the shooting. Doling, it is 
said, is still at large and the police of 
the Indiana town and those of St. 
Louis are searching for him, one on 
the charge of embezzlement and the 
other for murder. Mrs. E. W. Texford 
of Springfield, Mo., a sister of E. I. 
Duckworth, makes public the following 
letter, which forms an important con- 
necting link in the circumstantial evi- 
dence in the case: 

“TERRE HAUTE (ind.,) June 26, 
1897.—To Elliott L. Duckworth, Spring- 
field, Mo.—Dear Friend: I have a good 
position for a young man of your age 
in St. Louis, Mo. You have been rec- 
ommended to me by a friend, who says 
he thinks you will fill this position ad- 
mirably. If you think you would like 
a good position, one in which you will 
be given an opportunity to rise, I will 
talk with you. If you decided to in- 
vestigate my offer, meet me at the 
Planters’ Hotel, St. Louis, Mo., at 2 
o’clock, on the afternoon of**July 14. 
Hoping for a favorable answer, I re-

MISS GOULD’S GENEROSITY. 


Furnishes the Funds for New York 
University’s Library.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The mysterious donor of 
various sums aggregating $510,000, to 
the University of the City of New 
York. for the purpose of building a 
library has at last been discovered in 
the person of Helen Gould.

CUBAN NOTES. 

{[A. I. EARLY MORNING REPORT.} 

NEW YORK Dec. 7.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: ;' 

“A severe test has been given the new 
pier at Marianao Beach, by a strong 
norther that has been blowing for four 
days, and its builders are pleased that 
it has weathered the attacks of the 
waves. The storm has’ demonstrated, 
however, the impossibility of landing 


troops or supplies there during the 
heavy seas. 
“The result is that a new landing 


place has been selected at the oil com- 
pany’s pier between Chorrero and Ve- 
dado, near the mouth of the Chorrero 
River. Work upon the new docks at 
this point is being hurried by the engi- 
neers, and by Sunday, when the troops 
are expected, any transport drawing 
twenty-five feet of water or less, may 
be accommodated, thus obviating tine 
necessity of lighterage.

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 


Annual Report cf the Attorney-Gen- 
eral Submitted to Congress. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.,—Atty.-Gen. 

Griggs today submitted to Congress 

his annual report of the operations of 

his department. : 
“The war-revenue act,” he says, “has 


‘been especially productive of doubtful 


questions, and many instances of ad- 
vice and direction to the commission- 


-ers of internal revenue, relative to dif- 


ferent features of that statute, will be 
found in the report of that officer. The 
attention of Congress is respectfully 
calied to them in order that, if it be 
deemed necessary or advisable, Con- 
gress may correct any. defects or in- 
equalities in the law, which the inter- 
pretations of the Department of Jus- 
tice may have. Very soon after the 
outbreak of the war with Spain, this 
department was called upon to take 
charge of the legal proceedings for the 
condemnation of vessels and cargoes 
captured by our navy, as prizes and 
brought into our ports for adjudica- 
tion. As early as April 22, two Spanish 
vessels—the Buena Ventura and _ the 
Pedro—were so taken, and thereafter 
Similar captures were made by our 
warships during the progress of tne 
war, until a total of fifty-six vessels 
were brought into various ports as 
prizes. 

“)he amount realized from the sale 
of the captured vessels and cargoes 
condemned as prizes, is $701,034. In ten 
cases appeals have been taken on the 
present claimants to the United States 
Supreme Courts from the decisiots cf. 
the district courts, and are now pend- 
ing. There was an increase cf eighteen 
in the number of cases on the appellate 
docket of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and a decrease of sixty- 
two in the number disposed of, the 
number remaining having been re- 
duced thereby from 383 to 313. 

“The attention of Congress is called 
to the necessity of providing a more 
complete and adequate form of gov- 
ernment for Alaska. The efforts to ad- 
minister justice and maintain order in 
the territory with the large accessions 
of population that have recently gone 
into that region, restricted by the very 
limited machinery provided for Alaska 
in its original sparsely populated 
condition, are atetnded with great dif- 
ficulty and embarrassment. The power 
of Congress to provide a form of gov- 
ernment adanted to the peculiar con- 
ditions of this territory is undoubted. 
The machinery of justice is entirely 
inadequate. There should be an in- 
crease in the number of judges, the 
number of United States commission- 
érs and the number of United States 
attorneys. The powers of attorneys in 
that country should be increased s0 
as to enable them to hear and con- 
clude minor cases of both civil and 
criminal natures, with right of appeal 
to the Territorial District Court. 

“Much complaint arises from the op- 
erations of the. fee system, in con- 
nection with the office of United States 
Commissioners. I recommend that a 
change in the method of compensating 
these officers be made, so that their 
compensation shall be entirely a fixed 
salary, and all fees covered into the 
treasury.”

KNOCKS OVER THE LABORERS. 


FOUR MAY RECOVER, BUT ONE 
PROBABLY WILL DIE. 


San Jose Mercury Sold—Second Ve- 
nire in the Botkin Case—Contest 
for Governorship—The Su- 
pervisors’ Convention. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


BAKERSFIELD, Dec. 7.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] By the breaking of a 
rape five men were terribly injured here 
today and one of them will probably 
die. The accident occurred in the Val- 
ley Railroad yards at 10 o’clock. A 
gravel train had pulled up on the curve 
to unload, and the men wha were 
hurt, and who were employed as ca- 
blemen and shovelers, were standing 
at the side of the track waiting for 
the steam plow to clear the cars. The 
apparatus used ta unload gravel con- 
sists of' a. plow as wide as the ear, 
attached to an engine, with a heavy 
wire cable. As the locomotive moves 
forward, the plow sweeps the gravel 
to the ground. When om a straight 
track, the pull is straight, but when on 
a curve, as was the case this morn- 
ing, the cable is held over the train 
by a pulley anchored to the ground 
and allowed, by means of @ rope of the 
right length, to hang over the train 
midway from the ends. 

Today when the train was upon the 
curve the anchor rope broke. Quick 
as a flash the cable swung to where 
the men were standing and mowed 
down five. A taut fiddle string drawn 
in the middle to one side and released 
will illustrate the cable’s movement. 
Those injured are: 

JOHN LANE, conductor, in danger- 
ous condition. 

CHARLES LINDSTROM, workman, 
badly mashed leg, internal injuries; 
will probably die. 

JEROME O’NEIL, workman, serious. 

VINSTON MOCBDTTINI, workman, 
badly bruised. 

- WILLIAM WEBB, workman, spinal 
concussion, badly bruised neck. 

In the physician’s opinion, all will 
recover except Lindstrom. 


SUPERVISORS’ CONVENTION. 


To Be Held in Sacramento After the 
Legislature Opens. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 7.—The State 
Convention of County Boards of Super- 
visors will be held in this city about 
the middle of January, in accordance 
with the action taken at the last an- 
nual convention at Napa. Supervisor 
McLaughlin called up the matter at 
today’s session of the board, and action 
will be taken this week. There will be 
a committee named to prepare a pro- 
gramme for the convention, which will 
include addresses on important sub- 
jects, reception, and banquet to the 
visiting Supervisors, trips to points of 
interest, etc. 

The coming convention will be of un- 
usual importance, as the Legislature 
will be in. session here at that time, 
and many measures will doubtless be 
formulated for presentation to that 
body. Chairman Morrison of the local 
Board of Supervisors will be chairman 
of the convention. 


CONVICTED MURDERER. 


All Motions Denied and the Case Set 
for Trial. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 7.—This after- 
noon Judge Hart denied motions for 
the discharge of Jacob Oppenheimer, 
the convict who, a couple of months 
ago, killed another convict, Charles 
Ross, at Folsom prison. Oppenheimer 
was sentenced in 1895 to a term of fifty 
years’ imprisonment for robbery com- 
mitted in “Alameda county. It was 
sought by his counsel, J. Frank Brown 
and Arthur Miller, to secure his release 
on a writ of habeas corpus, they alleg- 
ing among other things that his fifty- 
year sentence was still alive, and he 
could not be tried on a murder charge 
until he had served it. 

Mr. Brown created a sensation this 
afternoon by asking that the case be 
continued until 1945, when the present 
robbery sentence would expire. Judge 
Hart denied all the motions, and set 
the case for December 21. 


LOONY ON RELIGION. 


Four Insane Cammitments from 
Mammy” Williams’s Followers.

Di Franchi arrived. He is in Chicago 
and is expected back here now that his 
enemy is dead. 

Di Franchi, it is said, left San Fran- 
cisco eight years ago after serving a 
sentence for assawit on a woman. In 
New Orleans he fought with Francisco 
Scantfino and the latter shot him in 
the leg. In New Orleans Di Franchi 
figured, it is said, in the Mafia mur- 
ders which culminated in the killing 
of Chief of Police Henessy and the 
lynching of several Italian suspects. 

In Denver Di Franchi came in con- 
flict with the police and was expelled. 
He then wandered to this city, where 
he met his death. 


BIG MINING SUIT. 


Over Three Million Dollars’ Worth 
of Property Involved, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7.—There 
was filed in the United States Circuit 
Court today an important mining suit, 
involving property worth over $3,000,000. 
The disputed lands are located in 
Tuolumne and Mariposa counties. The 
Merced Gold Mining Company, a Mon- 
tana corporation, is the complainant. 
The accredited respondents are David 
Dorward, C. M. Dabney and Daniel 
Corcoran of Coulterville, Mariposa 
county, and they appear as representa- 
tvies of the Rosenfelds and other San 

Francisco capitalists. 

Judge Morrow at once issued a re- 
straining order, binding on the re- 
spondents until the case is tried on its 
merits. The Merced Gold Mining Com- 
pany is, it is understood, one of the 
corporate names of the Bigelow syndi- 
cate of Boston, which fis the owner of 
the Calumet and Hecla mine, and the 
Boston and Montana Company, the 
great rival of the Anaconda properties 
in Montana. 

The Merced Company owns over 
thirty mining claims near Coulterville. 
When the claims were purchased, the 
company also bought a= ditch forty 
miles long from the South Forks of the 
Tuolumne in that county to Horeston 
Bend in Mariposa county, together 
with water rights and the right to the 
water of the South Fork of the 
Tuolumne River. 

For a time the company used steam 
power to work its claims, and the 
respondents, alleging that they con- 
sidered that the ditch and its water 
rights had been abandoned, filed new 
locations. Hence the present litiga- 
tion, for without the ditch and its 
water rights, the claims of the Merced 
aa would be practically value- 
ess. 


THE MERCURY SOLD. 


Charles Shortridge’s Paper Disposed 
of to a Syndicate.

SAN JOSE, Dec. 7.—The Mercury, 
only morning daily here, has been sold.

Judge Shaw Decides Advwersely to

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
yesterday recommended to the City 
Council that the contract for supplying 
6000 feet of fire hose to the city be 
divided into five equal parts, and dis- 
tributed to as many different bidders. 
All the visiting hose men were present, 
and nearly all of them addressed the 
commission. There was then a stormy 
session of half an hour’s duration in 
the Mayor’s private office before the 
result was announced. 

The monthly report of the health ce- 
partment shows that during the month 
of November there were 131 deaths in 
this city. The number of cases of ty- 
phoid fever was larger than usual, but 
the deaths from that cause @id not 
number as many as in the month be- 
fore. 


The total collections of the first in- 
stallment _of city taxes amounted to 
$446,190.73. This is $30,900 more than 
was paid in at the corresponding pay- 
ment of last year, and leaves but $,0(6,- 
000 to be paid. 


Late yesterday afternoon the opinion 
handed down by the Supreme Court in 
the case of the People against Col. L. 
Tupper reached this city. This is the 
case popularly known at the time of 
trial as the ‘‘stool-pigeon” case, where- 
in much hard swearing was done eitier 
on one side or the other. The judg- 
ment has been reversed, and the case 
remanded for retrial on the ground 
that for about twenty minutes the 
Judge was absent from the courtrooins, 
while the arguments were being made 
to the jury. 

Judge Shaw has determined that Mrs. 
Lizzie Lauterbach is not the dauxhier 
of the late Frederick Voss, and his first 
wife, Henrietta, but was taken by them 
to raise while the plaintiff was a mere 
infant. By this ruling, Mrs. Rosa Voss, 
widow of Frederick Voss, deveused, 
will remain in indisturbed possession 
of the small estate. 

Charles Thompson, who was eompsany 
clerk of Co. A, Seventh Infantry, U.S. 
V., and who skipped out Jast Saturday 
with about $100 of the company funds, 
was yesterday arrested at Topeka, Kan.

AWARDED THECONTRACT 


BOARD OF FIRE COMMISSIONERS 
SETTLES THE HOSE CONTEST. 


Divided the Hose Equally Among 
Five Bidders, Satisfying All of 
Them—Report of the Health De- 
partment for November. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners 
yesterday settled the contest for the 
contract to furnish the city with 6000 
feet of fire hose, by dividing the con- 
tract into five pieces, and awarding to 
each of five bidders the contract for 
1200 feet. It had been expected that 
there would be a lively session of the 
commission when the matter came up, 
for their is usually a fight for hose 
contracts. A year ago, when the city 
made its last purchase of hose, there 


j; Was a contest that lasted for weeks, 


and which was not settled until after it 
had been fouysht cut twice in the 
Fire Commission. and twice in the City 
Council, to say nothing of the fight 
made personally with commissioners 
and Councilmen by the agents. As 
compared With the fight of last year 
the letting of this contract, or, wather, 
the recommendation to’ the Council 
that it be let, was tame and devoid of 
incident as it could possibly be. It had 
not been expected that the matter 
would be taken up at this meeting, 
but the commissioners canie to the 
conclusion that they had waited lone 
enough. and decided to settle the 
matter. There was a korde of hose 
men present. Each of the brands pre- 
sented was represented by a hose man, 
and some of them were . backed by 
three or four men, “‘to give them moral 
support,” as one of the drummers 
put it. 

When it was announced that the com- 
mission was ready to hear anything 
the drummers had to say about hose, 
an announcement that has heretofore 
meant for them to begin the fight, 
there was no rush yesterday to get off 
in the lead. The representatives of the 
several companies were as_ po- 
lite and deferential as if they 
loved each other. Quite a number of 
them addressed the board. They told 
the old. old stowies over and 
over again, hui in the telling of them 
there was not the fire that- had char- 
acterized them :n former meetings of 
that character. The lie was not 
passed. The effort of each was to show 
that the hose he represented was the 
best that had ever been sold. The 
speeches were not long ones, and the 
memb2rs of the commission soon re- 
tired to the Maycr’s private office to 
holi a conterence. Just what took 
place in the session there was not 
announced, but there was more of a 
fight @moug the commissioners than 
there had keen among the hose men. 
Every few minutes loud talking would 
be heard in the room, and for more 
than half an hLour the commissioners 
talkel about how they should award 
the cuntract When ther finally re- 
turned into the room where the open 
session was held, they announced that 
they would reccommend to the Counci} 
that the contract for the 6000 feet be 
awarded as folows: Union Hardware 
and Metal Company, 1200 feet Para- 
zon hose. at 39 vents ner foot; Cass & 
Smurr. 1200 feet Ray State hose, at 89 
eents per foot; marper & Reynolds, 1200 
feet Victor’ Jacket hes«. at 8) cents 
per foot: Caiifornia. Hardware Com- 


-yany,. 1200 feet Mastiff hose, at 


‘nts per foot: ‘-.es W. Hellman, 1200 
“eet Glenwool hose, at 74% cents per 
foot. 

With the exception of the last brand 
of hose mentioned this award is ex- 


actly the same that was made more 
tham a year ago. The commission an- 
nounced that this so-called “Glenwood” 
hose was a new thing to them, while 
the others had long been tried in the 


fire department here. They had 
awarded a@ contract for 1200 for the 
purpose of trying it. The inference 


was that if the ‘hose is really what 
it is thought to be the price is such 
that had the right name beem given 
it there might have been a differ- 
ence in the award. It will be remem- 
bered that when after one set of bids 
had been rejected last year and an- 
other advertisement for bids was or- 
dered, -J. W. Hellman cut the price 
on Dragon brand hose to 75. but as the 
hose had then beem untried here he 
only got 1000 feet of the Wt. This 
time he places Dragon brand at 80 
cents, as formerly, but comes in with 
an alleged new hose which the other 
hose men declare is really Dragon 
brand. He will receive his share of 
the contract on the new ‘bramd in 
order that it may be tested while 
the other hose men take an equal 
share at a higher price. It was ad- 
mitted by the hose men ‘that ‘had 
his bid been 75 cents for Dragon hose 
he would have been hikely to secure the 
entire contract. | 

Of course the Board of Fire Commis- 
siomers cannot award any contract. 
They simply make their recommenda- 
tions to the Council. Last year their 
recommendations. .were not followed 
at once, because the appecl of some of 
the agents directly to the Council. This 
time, as there is no contest now, the 
recommendations of the board will 
doubtless be adopted. 

The report of the chief showed that 
during the past two weeks there had 
been ten fires. The total loss was less 
than $5000. The largest fire was that 
which destroyed the place of M. Cahn 
& Co., on San Fernando street. 

WANTS A WATER TOWER. 

Now that the city has grown to 
such size and that there have been 
so many large blocks erected, Chief 
Moore is af the opinion that the fire 
department should be supplied with a 
water tower and “battery.” It has 
been the experience of other cities 
that a water tower can do more work 
at a really big fire than could be 
done by three single streams. Where 
a volume of water is wanted in a 
given place in the fire they are in- 
dispensable. For a long time the 
commissioners have been ,urged by 
the chief to prepare for the purchase 
of such a piece of apparatus. Yes- 
terday in his report the suggested the 
necessity of making arrangements to 
accommodate the tower in the new en- 
gine‘ house, to be established mear the 
Plaza. The machine would be used 
only in the business center of the 
city, and would not have to respond 
to all alarms of fires even in that dis- 
trict. 

Charles W. Maly presented a petition 
asking permission ta operate a gaso- 
line emgine at No. 717 West First 
street. The matter was referred to the 
chief, as was the petition of the South- 
ern California Soap Works for per- 
mission ta erect a soap factory at Sev- 
enth and Meyer streets. 


NOVEMBER DEATHS. 
What is Shown by the Monthly 
Health Department Report. 
Chief Clerk Reed of the city health 
department has completed the monthly 
report of that department for Novem- 
ber. In the mortality department of 
that report, 131 deaths are reported for 
the month, that being equal to an an- 
nual rate of 15.26 for each 100 of the 
city’s population. The causes of death 
were as follows: Specific infectious 
diseases, 19; diseases of the digestive 
system, 7; diseases of the respiratory 
system, 44; diseases of the nervous sys- 
tem, 15; diseases of the circulatory sys- 
tem, blood and ductless glands, 19; dis- 
eases of the genito-urinary organs, 7; 
eonstitutional diseases, 6; intoxications, 
violence and accidents, 9; miscellane- 
ous diseases, 5. 
Of the 131 deaths reported, 27 were 
natives of the city, and 10 of the three 
Pacific Coast States outside of Los 
Angeles city, leaving 94 from other 
parts. Of the 131 deaths 97 had lived 
here less than ten years. There were 
27 deaths from pulmonary consump- 
tion, divided as follows: Natives of 
Los Angeles, 1; natives of the Pacific 
Coast outside. of!Los Angeles, 3; from 
‘other parts, 23; of the 27 deaths, 22 had 

lived here less than ten years. 

During the past six weeks much has 
been said of the prevalence of typhoid 
fever in this city, and there were some 
alarming rumors current. It was ad- 
mitted by the health department all 
the time that the number of cases of 
that disease was greater than for some 
time, but it was also stated that the 
disease was of. a mild character, and 
that there had been few deaths from 
it. This statement is borne out by the 
report. It shows that there were sixty- 
nine cases of typhoid fever in the city, 
some of which however, were not re- 
ported from the previous month in time 
to be placed fin the last report. Out of 
this number of cases only five deaths 
occurred. Diphtheria was even more 
fatal proportionately, for there were 
three deaths out of twenty-four cases. 

There were 103. births reported, 64 
males and 40 females. 


Safety Gntes or Bells. 

Some time ago the Terminal Railway 
Company was ordered by the City 
Council to place safety gates at the 
Macy-street crossing of that road, at 
which there was a fatal accident some 
weeks ago. Yesterday. the_ railway 


company filed a communication’ to the, 


Council, in the office of the City Clerk, 
in which it was stated that the com- 
pany has contemplated placing electric 
alarm bells at the crossing. It desires 
to know whether the bell will be satis- 
factory instead of the gates. | 


Total Tax Collections. 

The amount paid into the office of 
Tax Collector Gish as the first install- 
ment of city taxes was $446,190.73. As 
a large number of checks were received 
by mail from non-resident property- 
owners it was impossible to complete 
the work of making the proper credits 
until all such checks had been verified. 
The total collections for the season ex- 
ceed the total of last year by more than 
$30,000. In the second collection, which 
will close in April, there remains to be 
paid in about $300,000. 


HAAS’S DEPUTIES. 


Ss. O. Houghton and Leslie R. Hewitt 
Selected. 

Walter F. Haas, the City Attorney- 
alect, announced yesterday that he had 
selected his two, assistants. He has 
given the first place to Hon. S. O. 
Houghton and the second to Leslie R. 
Hewitt. 

Judge Houghton is a native of Massa- 
chusetts, and came to this State in 
1846 with Kearney’s expedition. He is 
a veteran also of the Mexican. war. 
Early in his career in this State, Judge 
Houghton proved himself a man of 
force and ability. He took up his 
residence in San José, where he held 
office both as City Attorney and as 
Mayor. He was afterward elected to 
Congress. In this city Judge Houghton 
is known as an able lawyer, especially 
well versed in all branches of munici- 


pal law. He is the senior member of 
the law firm of Houghton, Silent & 
Campbell. 


‘Leslie R. Hewitt has been practicing 
law for the past seven years. He 
graduated from the Los Angeles High 
School in 1885, and from the State Uni- 
versity in 1889. He is well known as a 
young man of excellent character, in- 
dustry and ability.

The Point Raised by Attorney Mills 
to Be Invoked also in the Case 
of W. B. Biackman—Petition for 
Kramer’s Pardon. 


At last the Supreme Court has handed 
down an opinion in the ease of Col. 
lL. Tupper, reversing the judgment 
and order of the trial court and re- 
manding the suit for re-trial. 

This was the noted stool-pigeon case 
wherein the door was opened that the 
defendant might commit a crime. Tup- 
per had been a close friend of, “Kid” 
Thompson, the Roscoe train robber, in 
Arizona, and when the latter got 
caught in the toils Tupper came to Los 
Angeles supposedly to do what he 
could to help his friend. Alone and 
unaided, he could not do much, for he 
was without either money or friends. 
But two young and penniless rascals 
acted as go-betweens from Tupper to 
a red-headed youth named Kramer 
who was a trusty in the county jail. 
Kramer said he would hand a pistol 
to “Kid” Thompson if it was sent in, 
and Tupper, doubtless, was weil pleased 
at the opportunity to send such help 
in to his friend. The idea was that 
at an opportune moment Thompson 
was to fight for his life, and escape to 
a carriage that was to be in waiting 
at the corner of the courthouse grounds 
and Temple street. The two go-be- 
twens had ready access to the jail at 
all hours for the purpose of conferring 
with Kramer, who in turn reported to 
Jailer Kennedy. The negotiations 
took time, but ultimately the plan was 
ripe, and the pistol was carried into the 
County Jail. Jailer Kennedy caught 
Kramer in the act of passing the pistol 
to “Kid’’ Thompson—or said he did, it 
amounted to the same thing—and there 
Was great excitement over the daring 
attempt to facilitate the escape of the 
noted train-wrecker. Tupper Was ar- 
rested, and after a highly sensational 
trial, during which affidavits and coun- 
ter affidavits delayed the court the de- 
fendant was convicted and sentenced 
to a term in the State’s prison. 

The two. stool-pigeons disappeared 
shortly after the trial, and a few weeks 
ago ex-Jailer Kennedy—who is now in 
the real estate business—was prominent 
in the attempt to get signatures to a 
petition asking that his young friend 
Kramer be pardoned ou, for he, too, 
had gone north to San Quentin. But 
the petition died ‘“a-bornin,” and Kra- 
mer is afforded more time to reflect 
that virtue is its own reward. 

3ernard L. Mills, Esq... was senior 
counsel defending Tupper, and = ap- 
nealed the case on a variety of points. 
Finally, however, he determined to con- 
centrate his energy on. the one point— 
that inasmuch as Judge Smith had 
been absent from the courtroom for a 
time during the arguments to the jury 
the judgment was void. The point 
was argued before the Supreme Court 
during the October term, and now a 
very short opinion has been handed 
down in the case. 

“The defendant was convicted,” says 
Justice Garroute, ‘of a felony, and as 
ground for a new trial he alleged by 
affidavit which was not contradicted, 
that during the argument of that case 
to the jury the judge absented himself 
from the courtroom for the period of 
twenty minutes, It was also alleged 
by the affidavit that during such ab- 
sence the judge was out of sight and 
hearing of the proceedings going on 
within the courtroom. The foregoing 
facts heinge undisputed, we are fullv 
satisfied they demand a retrial of the 
case, The argument of the ense to 
the iury is as much a part of the trial 
as the introduction of evidence, and 
evidence may he introduced hefore the 
iuryv, in the absence of the judge. if 
the practice here pursued may be held 
justified within the law. Tt is hardlv 
necessary to present either argument 
or authoritv to show that neither of 
these practices can be justified, 

“The judge is a component part of 
the court. There can be no court 
with@ut the judge; and all that was 
done in the absence of the judge was. 
in fact, done in the absence of the 
eourt. A defendant convicted under 
such circumstances has heen deprived 
of his liberty without due process 0° 
lav.’ Justices Van Fleet and Harri- 
son concur in this opinion. 

The remittitur will not issue until 
thirty days after the date of the opin- 
ion, the usual time, and so the new 
District Attorney’s office will have to 
nrosecute the case unon Tupper’s re- 
trial, Desnite the fact that some of 
the witnesses may have disanpeared. a 
eareful investigation into the details 
will he instructive to the new District 
Attorney in taking office. 

So far as the particular point upon 
which a reversal has heen granted bv 
the Supreme Court is concerned, it is 
understood that it will again he raised 
in another case. It has heen contended 
that the judge was absent for some 
minutes during arguments to the jury 
in the case of W. B. Blackman, the 
hookkeper of the Los Angeles Electric 
Company, who. was charged and con- 
victed of embezzlement. and the Su- 
nreme Court having now declared on 
this point it will be raised in the ap- 
peal taken on Plackman’s behalf.

THE Voss CASE, 


Judge Shaw Decides That Lizzie Was 
not the Daughter. 

Judge Shaw has held that Mrs. L.iz- 
zie Lauterbach was not the daughter 
of the deceased Frederick Voss and his 
first wife, Henrietta Voss, and conse- 
quently the defendant in the action re- 
cently tried, Mrs. Rosa Voss, will ob- 
tain judgment. 

Twenty-five witnesses testified in the 
plaintiff's behalf in regard to the ques- 
tion of relationship, and the court, holds 
that their evidence established beyond 
question that the plaintiff from her in- 
fancy was kept by her alleged parents, 
and in all respects treated by them In 
the same manner as they would natur- 
ally treat their own child; that they 
both called her their daughter when 
speaking to her and of her, introduced 


as much affection for her as parents 
ordinarily have for their children. 

On behalf of the defendant, twenty- 
nine witnesses, @équally as credible as 
those of the plaintiff, testified to con- 
versations had with the deceased Mir. 
and Mrs. Voss, in which they each de- 
clared that the plaintiff was not their 
real daughter, but was the child of a 
man named Sherman. 

“T believe the most probable explana- 
tion ef-the contradictory declarations,” 
says the court, “is that the plaintiff 
was not the issue of Voss, and that he 
and his first wife were accustomed to 
represent to many of their acquaint- 
ances that she was, while to others who 
were more ifftimate, or to whom they 
had reason to be more confidential, 
they imparted the true state of the 
case. The fact that Frederick Voss 
does not mention her in his will, and 
the fact that the plaintiff had a guar- 
dian appointed when under 16 years of 
age, in the Superior Court of this 
county, while Voss and his wife were 
residing here: and that in the record 
she is named as Lizzie Sherman; and 
the fact that she was snon afterward 
married under the same name, all serve 
to corroborate the conclusion that she 
was not the daughter.”

The city has submitted the major 
part of its case in the trial of the water 
question before the board of arbitrae 
tors. A voluminous report from the 
city’s engineers upon the value of thé 
water cormpany’s plant was presente@ 
at yesterday's session of the board 
City Attorney W. E. Dunn. Copies o£ 
the report were given to the attorneys 
on both sides, but the arbitrators wer 
not willing that it should be made pu 


lic. It is understood that in the este 
mate of the total value of the plan® 
the engineers have included all tte 


provements made within the last tw@y 


years, so that the estimate madé 
City Engineer Dockweiler in 1996 wij 
probably be increased. 

The report presented yesterday 


makes no allowances for depreciation, 
and further investigation will be made 
by the engineers upon this point. This 
will occasion some days’ delay. 

The board of arbitrators are to meeg 
at 2 p.m. today, when Wynkoop Kiefe 
stedt, an eastern engineer in the eme 
ploy of the Kansas City water works, 
will file a report in behalf of the Loe 
Angeles Water Company. The city’s 
attorneys and engineers are to have ope 
portunity to read this report this morte 
ing, s0 as to cross-examine Mr. Kiere 
stedt in the afternoon. 

Superintendent Mulholland of the 
water company was on the stand yege 
terday morning. He presented a series 
of tables, showing the size, character 
and quantity of pipe laid during the 
past twenty years, the time when each 
pipe was laid, and its location. Th 
tables contained no information as t@ 
the company’s flumes and ditches. The 
Witness said that prior to 1885 the 
Buena Vista reservoir was supplied 
from the power ditch, but since thag 
} time the water had come from the 
Crystal Springs through a flume carrys 
ing about 120 miners’ inches. 

Some discussion arose between the 
attorneys as to the time to be allowed 
to the city’s engineers for estimating 
‘the depreciation in the water come 
pany’s plant.

OUR FOREIGN TRADE. | 

The foreign commerce of the United 
tates, as summarized in the annual 
mort of the Secretary of the Treas- 
y, for the fiscal year 1898, presents 
Same remarkalje features, and breaks 
averal records. The exports of 
hanufactured products were the 
irgest ever recorded within the his- 
bry of the country, reaching the ag- 
pgate of $290,697 354, as compared 
Bb $277,285,391 for the preceding year. 
he value of our exports of agricul- 
ral products was $853,683,570, ex- 
peding the highest record ever be- 
bre made, that of the great McKin- 
by year of 1892, by $54,355,338. The 
erage of exportations for -the year 
ceeded $100,000,000 per month, the 
exports being $1,231,482,330, as 
pmpared to $1,050,993,556 for 1897. 
he only other year in which our 
ports exceeded $1,000,000,000 was 
he fiscal year of 1892, when they 
hed the grand total of $1,030,278,- 


Our exports of domestic manufac- 
hres, for the first time in the history 
the country, were in excess of our 
aports of foreign manufactures. The 
btal exports of the year were double 
he total imports, a condition never 
afore realized. The balance of trade 
bh our favor was more than 100 per 
pnt. greater than that of any pre- 
ding’ year. 
Differentiating the classes of ex- 
prts, it is found that nearly all 
lasses shared in the increase. Wheat, 
pur, cotton, corn, oats, meat and 
airy products were exported in larger 
antities than ever before, while 
@ prices realized were in nearly all 
ases higher than those of the preced- 
ag year. 

The decrease of imports was as 
marked as the increase of exports, 
Bing for the year only $616,049,654, 
BS against $764,730,412 in 1897, and 
779,724,674 in 1896. 

These figures are significant as 
bowing the beneficial effects of the 
ingley law upon the commerce and 
kdustries of the ‘country. The peo- 
le have every reason to be satisfied 
ith that law and its working—espe- 
ally when they remember the disas- 
consequences wrought by the 
Orman-Wilson act of 1894.

Mr. Wilshire declares that “this sys- 
tem of giving complete control to a 
single board” is the “sole and ex- 
clusive method prevailing in all the 
English and continental cities,’ and 
that, in fact, it is “a system in com- 
pletely successful operation all over 
the world’—which will be news to 
most readers. The system which he 
advocates is, as he admits, un-Amer- 
ican. But this he regards as no ob- 
jection. In fact, he evidently re- 
gards the whole American system of 
municipal, State and national govern- 
ment as “rotten,” and thinks we 
should throw it overboard entirely 
and adopt European methods, which 
he considers vastly superior. 

As a matter of course, the proposed 
new charter for Los Angeles is con- 
demned as “rotten,” and “based upon 
autocratic theories.” It is a matter 
of no moment in his opinion that some 
of the most successfully-governed 
cities of the world are governed upow 
a plan similar to that upon whith the 
proposed charter was based. This 
plan is American, and that fact fs 
sufficient for its condemnation—in 
Mr. Wilshire’s opinion. But “there 
are others’ who do not share this 
view of the matter. They may not 
be as expert in the use of the per- 
sonal pronoun as Mr. Wilshire, but 
their opinions are entitled to some 
consideration, nevertheless. 


A DANGEROUS PROPOSITION. 

A dispatch from Washington states 
that the Chinese government, through 
its Minister at the capital, has 
broached to the authorities the will- 
ingness of China to negotiate ’an ex- 


tradition treaty, applicable to all 
criminals,* and in particular to the 
highbinders, who spread 60 


much terror among the Chinese com- 
munities in the western part of the 
country. As the local officials have 
been unable to wipe out this evil, the 
Chinese government made this prop- 
osition to the United States author- 
ities. The dispatch says: 

“The Chinese government finally 
determined to take cognizance of the 
subject, as the agitations in the coun- 
try operated quite as much against 
the law-abiding Chinese and against 
the Chinese government itself as it 
did against the parties to the secret 
crimes. It was, therefore, represented 
to the officials here that as the high- 
binders had proved a difficult claas 
for the local police authorities in this 
country to deal with, China would 
assume the burden of detection and 
punishment if an extradition treaty 
could be negotiated. The purpose was 
to have China assume all the cost of 
apprehending and transporting the 
guilty parties. This could be done 
through the machinery of the Chinese 
Consular service at Francisco 
and other western points, which, be- 
ing conducted by native Chinese, 
was better able to know the ramifica- 
tions of an organization made up en- 
tirely of Chinese: By doing this, 
China felt that she would rid this 
country of those responsible for much 
of the ill-feeling toward the Chinese 
as a class. While willing to get rid

of Chinese highbinders, and all other 
Chinese criminals, the authorities 
here foresaw serious legal gbjections 
to such a treaty.

“This; however, did not fully meet 
the legal objections against the prop- 
osition. Moreover, it was believed 
the Senate, to which such a treaty 
would have to be referred for ratifica- 
tion, would not act favorably upun 
it, and that it would” stir up ani- 
mosities and agitations on the Chi- 
nese question in general, rather than 
accomplish any special good in the din 
desirea.”’ 

As far as the highbindets are con- 
cerned, it would, doubtless, be a good 
thing to have the Chinese govern- 
ment aiq this country in getting ria 
of those eut-throats, but it is easy to4

place a most dangerous power in the 
hands of that government, as it would 
practicaily give them control over 
the life and liberty of all Chinese re- 
Siding in this country... It has fre- 
quently been shown that the Chinese 
oflicials are entirely free of scruples 
when their interests are involved. 
What would there be to prevent them 
from arresting and deporting Chi- 
nese not highbinders who might have 
made themselves obnoxious to the 
home government? 

The proposition, as outlined in the 
dispatch above quoted, is certainly 
not one that can be favorably con- 
sidered by this country. 


A DRY YEAR'S CROP. 

One of the surprises of this excep- 
tional season in California has been 
the large size of the fresh-fruit ship- 
ments from the State for the year. 
The lack of: moisture and the. ex- 
ceptionally neavy frosts in the spring 
formed a combination, which, it was 
expected, would reduce the crop at 
least one-half. We find, however, 
from the report of President Wein- 
Stock, of the California Fruit Grow- 
ers’ and Shippers’ Association, that 
there were shipped during the year, 
Overland, 4824 cars of fresh decid- 
uous fruits, as against 5323 for last 
year, making a shortage of only 9 
per cent. It must be remembered, 
however, that much higher prices were 
obtained thig year, so that the actual 
income of growers from fresh fruit 
is much greater than it has been for 
several years past. 

The attention of eastern people, who 
are inclined to believe that a dry 
season means disaster. to California, 
should be called to these significant 
figures. The fact is, as Tup TIMES 
has previously remarked, that the 
time has gone by when a dry season 
has such terrors for our farmers and 
business men as it had before the 
general introduction of irrigation into 
the State. A dry season entails some 
loss on a section of the community, 
but it no longer brings with it a gen- 
eral demoralization of business. With 
a further extension of irrigation, and 
i still greater diversity of our pro- 
ductive industries, the logs through 


a deficiency of rainfall will be ‘further 
minimized. 


THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

One of the results of the evolution 
of the past year, and a happy ore, 
too, is the unanimity of sentiment 
throughout .the country in favor of 
the United States government” taking 
hold of the matter at once of-the con- 
struction of the Nicaragua Canal. The 
entire country has lost confidence in 
what private or rather corporate effort 
promises to do. | 
But the necessity of such an enter- 
prise by the government, as a mili- 
tary acquisition, was demonstrated 
by the late war. It was the same 
with the construction of the Unton 
and Central Pacific railways. They 
were built by aid of the government 
as a necessity of the times. 

The Nicaragua Canal is equally a 
military and a commercial necessity. 
The commercial requirements of years 
have demanded it, but in all such en- 
terprises it is quite essential that the 
government should take a part. In 
this case it should assume entire con- 
trol. 

Commercially speaking, every pro- 
ducing section of the country from 
the manufacturing centers of the ex- 
treme East to the great section of 
the Mississippi Valley, to the extreme 
of the Southern States and the Pa- 
cific Coast; as well as the commercial 
centers of the country, are unanimous 
in the sentiment that the government 
should complete the work with all 
possible ‘speed. 

Nowhere is this sentiment stronger 
than in the Southern States: and 
nothing could be done by the present 
administration to bind all sections 
into a closer union than an active 
movement in this direction. There 
could be no better investment of gov- 
ernment money or security-than here. 
By it, all of the States bordering 
on the Mississippi will receive an im- 
petus in development, the Gulf States 
cannot fail to receive a lasting bene- 
fit, and indeed the commerce of the 
world will be made to pay a higher 
tribute to our nation than the Suez 
Canal, with all of its benefits, ever 
bestowed upon civilization. 

Congress should not be niggardly in 
sustaining President McKinley in his 
recommendations on the matter. 


If the District Attorney-elect wishes 
to make himself popular with the 
people who elected him, he will pro- 
ceed to make a grand clean-out of the 
force now inhabitng the rooms of the 
District Attorney in the Courthouse.

THE HAWAIIAN PROGRAMME. 

The proposed programme for the 
formation of a Territorfal govern- 
ment in the Sandwich Islands, now a 
part of our nation, appears to be a 
good one, It was formulated 
by a& commission composed of 
gentlemen of extended experience 
and practical ideas as to  po- 
litical and social economy, and some 
of their notions may well apply to 
other sections of our country, and 
which, if adopted, would go very far 
toward an adjustment of questions 
that are now, and may be for years 
of a vexatious character. 

The addition of new territory to our 
domain, with a population of peculiar 
characteristics, present: peculiar 
phenomena, and their adjustment will 
require a masterly statesmanship. 

Ii is beginning to be appreciated 
that, in order to maintain our govern- 
ment in permanency, there should be 
not only an educational but also a 
limited property qualification for 
voters. All citizens of the United States 
are by right entitled to the use of the 
ballot. But the events of the last 
forty years have given us the great 
problem to solve—who should be a 
voter? Not all of the  pecu- 
liar native population of the 
Islands, Cuba or Porto 
Rico—and there are very many 
of the States of the Union who 
claim that not all of their people 
should vote. In many of these States 
the point is gained either by intimida- 
tion before voting or counting ~ them 
out after their ballots are cast. 
The rule established as to voting 
qualification should be universal, and 
apply as well to Massachusetts ur 
Alabama, as to the Sandwich Islands 
or New Mexico. 

Doubtless the events of the last few 
months, in which we have rapidly 
written a notable page in, the history 
of civilization as well as of our own 
country, will open many new and in- 
tricate questions—and that of the 
qualification of voters is one of the 
most important. It would be mani- 
festly wrong to establish a rule for 
one section of our country that does 
not apply to all.  There’s the rub! 
But the acquisition of new territory 
with all the gains it brings for the 
future, cannot fail to bring to the 
front wit’ a newer and more promi- 
nent importance many propositions 
that will require an entirely new dis- 
pensation which much be universal. 
The purity of the ballot must be 
ever preserved, and it should ever be 
the emblem of both honesty and in- 
telligénce. 


The newly-elected county and cify 
officers will be judged primarily by 
the wisdom they exhibit in appointing 
their deputies and other assistants. 
The responsibility of giving the pub- 
lic honezt and efficient service rests 
upon the Republican party and ats 
successful candidates jointly; but just 
now the officials are the only ones 
who have power to act. The future 
success of the party depends upon the 
men in whom the party has placed its 
trust. Let us hope that sagacity and 
wisdom will rule the hour.

A. ALLEN, Cucamonga: In a 
recent issue of The Times I saw a 
statement made to a representative of 
that paper by Col. B. F. Allen, the 
forest superintendent, that the people 
who said that sheep were on the San 
Gabriel reservation were misinformed. 


though we may not believe them, yet 
that they are facts cannot be contro- 
verted. Eye witnesses of a certain 
thing may not agree in all particulars, 
but that does not prove that they do 
not see at all. I left my home on July 
7 to go into the mountains. I saw no 
sheep on my way up the Cajon, but all 
the way up to the head of Swartout 
Cafion I saw striking evidence that 
sheep had been prevalent; also down 
Sheep Creek to the desert. 

Up Big Rock Creek the same signs 
were plain. Upon the hills-on both 
sides of the cafion and every other 
place where there had been any feed, it 
was eaten off and wherever there was 
water it was polluted with their drop- 
pings. People in there told me that 
the sheep had been in ever since early 
in the summer. I went up over the 
divide and camped on North Bald 
Mountain, near the head of Benson’s 
Gulch. A few days afterward I saw 
a large flock of sheep on the moun- 


\tain on the north side of the gulch. I 


saw them there for several days. I 
traveled a good déal over the moun- 
tains and through the cafions on the 
headwaters of the San Gabriel, and 
nearly everywhere I saw sheep or evi- 
dences of their recent presence. Last 
vear there was an unusually heavy 
crop of cones upon the trees and as a 
consequence, last spring millions of 
young conifers sprang up all over the 
mountains, from summit to base, 
wherever the seed could be scattered. 
Everywhere that the sheep went all 
these were destroyed and even the 
older’ ones, two and three years old, 
were eaten off to the woody stems. The 
damage done in this way alone during 
the past season cannot be estimated. 
On August 17, near the head of Mescal 
Creek, I saw a large fiock of sheep 
resting quietly as though they  be- 
longed there, evidently waiting while 
the herder was taking his siesta. On 
August 19. I started home across the 
mountains on foot, IE passed up 
Prairie Fork and though I saw no 
sheep they had been there that morn- 
ning, for their droppings were still 
fresh. The banks of the stream, the 
floor of the cafion and the hillsides 
were strewn thickly with their dirt. 
The people of Azusa and neighboring 
towns who get water from the San 
Gabriel River, have been using for 
domestic and other purposes the juice 
from the filth of those sheep all sum- 
mer. It would take only a small rain 
to wash tons of that manure into the 
stream and the pollution of the water 
can be imagined more easily than de- 
scribed. Again on September 29, I saw 
two flocks of sheep in the Cajon. They 
were coming down and I have it on 
good authority that one of them was 
the same that I saw near the head of 
Meseal Creek about the middle of 
August. I have it on the word of an 
old miner who has lived in the moun- 
tains for years, that sheepmen do set 
fires there—not to the grass nor di- 
rectly to the timber, but the thorn 
brush which the sheep cannot eat, nor 
get through, in the hope of grazing 
next season. :

—Mrs. Quinlan, Mrs. Bryson, 


BANK OFFICIALS ARRAIGNED. 


President Marsh of thé Keystone 


National Pleads Guilty. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—Gideon 
W. Marsh, president of the Keystone 
National Bank, which failed in March, 
1891, was arraigned in the United 
States District Court and pleaded 


guilty to the indictments charging . 


the misapplication of funds of the in- 
stitution and the making of false re- 
ports of the bank’s condition to the 
Comptroller of the Currency. Sen- 
terice was deferred. Marsh disappeared 
in May, 1891, his bail of $20,000 being 
forfeited. He returned to the city No- 
vember 30 last, and voluntarily sur- 
rendered to the court. 

William Steel, formerly cashier of the 
wrecked Chestnut-street Bank, was 
also arraigned today and pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment charging him 
with aiding and abetting President 
William M. Singerly, now deceased, in 
the misappropriation of funds of the 
institution, 

After Marsh had entered his plea 
of guilty his counsel asked the court’s 
permission to present a statement of 
his client which would show mitigating 
circumstances in connection with the 
commission of acts to which he had 
pleaded guilty. Counsel informed the 
court that his statement would show 
that after Mr. Marsh had assumed the 
presidency, of the bank he found that 
there existed a deficiency in the bank 
of over a million dollars. He had no 
doubt erred in covering this deficiency, 
but the load was too much for the 
bank to carry and finally resulted in 
its failure. Counsel said the defendant 
had never profited 6ne dollar through 
the bank losses, and that when he fied 
over seven years ago he had not with 
him one dollar of the bank money. 

The court dismissed the matter by 
informing counsel that Marsh would 
remain a prisoner until Tuesday next, 
when he would impose sentence after 
hearing counsel's plea. He, however, 
would not make this case an exception 
and would not go into an investigation 
of the bank’s affairs. He would merely 
listen to counsel’s statement relative 
to defendant’s acts, ‘with the object of 


determining the extent of puni 
to be imposed.

The number of suicides that are tak- 
ing place in San Francisco these days 
jndicates in some measure the despon- 
dency which results from living in that 
wicked city. 


If one may judge from the interest 
manifested by the citizens, the prizes 
offered and the preparations being 
made, the Pasadena Tournament of 
Roses to be held next New Year's will 
equal, if not surpass, any ever held. 


The character of the hobos who are 
infesting Southern Cakfornia is indi- 
cated by a number of those who have 
been in iRverside. At the same time 
that fruit-growers were in the city try- 
ing to get men to work, the hobos were 
going about begging for money on the 
plea that they wanted food. There 
was abundant opportunity for them to 
get work and earn money and they were 
perfectly able to work, but were too 
lazy to do so. 


The young Indians from Arizona 
who are now in this city visited the 
University of Southern California yes- 
terday. It is said they manifested 
much interest in the different depart- 
ments through which they were shown, 
and a young Pima, on being called 
upon to do so, made a brief address in 
his native tongue, the word ‘“football’’ 
being about the only one recognized by 
the University students. The deport- 
ment of these Indians, many of whom 
have seen but little of the world, is 
highly creditable to them and to the 
school from which they come. It is 
to be hoped that their manners will not 
spoiled by contact with “civiliza- 
ion.” 


The San Diego City Council is wisely 
considering the question of selling half 
of the 6000 acres of land, most of which 
is utterly useless, now owned by the 
city. San Diego’s expectations in boom 
days knew no bounds, and the city, as 
is well known, was laid out on a plan 
calculated to accommodate a million or 
two of population. As a result there 
are thousands of acres of land within 
the limits, which extend twenty miles 
north of the city proper, which are 
utterly useless to the city but which 
would be of value to ranchmen if -irri- 
gated. If enough can be realized from 
a portion of this land or all of it, to en- 
able the city to properly improve its 
great park, it will be a wise move to 
dispose of it, and the sooner the better, 
for the park has long needed attention. 


HAILE AND CASNER SENTENCED 


Judge Wellborn Gives the Two 
Train-robbers Two Years. 

_ Judge Wellborn of the Federal Dis- 
trict Court yesterday sentenced Lor- 
enzo D. Haile and Albert Casner, the 
Oro Grande train-robbers, to two years 
each in the San Quentin penitentiary. 
This is the maximum imprisonment 
for conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment. Clyde Benington, who turned 
State’s evidence in the case, was pres- 
ent. He is yet to be tried, and his case 
was set for yesterday, though it was 
continued until Monday next.

Adam Chappel’s Jag—Box-car Tour- 
ists in Hard Lack. 

Adam Chappel, an employé of H. 
Boettcher’s winery at San Pedro and 
Jefferson streets, tried to make Jus- 
tice Owens believe, yesterday, that he 
wasn’t drunk when Boettcher called the 
patrol wagon to thave him removed 
from the winery premises. Chappel 
also tried to convince the court that 
he was exempt from arrest by the po- 
lice, because he lives outside the city 
limits.

The ministers of various denomina- 
tions are now registering their ap- 
Dlication with the railroads in order 
to secure half-fare privileges for next 
vear. To enjoy the advantage of buy- 
ing tickets for half price all ministers 
must have their names, _ residences 
and charges registered in the passen- 
ger departments of the roads. 

On December 12, and each Monday 
thereafter, the Santa Fé road will run 
a tourist car between this city and St. 
Louis, going over their own lines and 
the Wabash. 

Yesterday the last car of walnuts of 
the Rivera Association was sent Kast. 
There are very few cars of nuts left 
in any part of the section. Shipments 
will run a little over 4000 tons when 
all are gone. 

The largest day’s business in new 
crop of oranges so far has been forty- 
nine cars. By the end of next week 
the movement is likely to run at from 
fifty to one hundred cars a day to 
meet the holiday demand at the East. 

The Southern Pacific steamer Siam 
came in at Port Los Angeles yesterday 
with 4000_tons of Nanaimo coal for the 
Southern Pacific Company.

One of the Most Disastrous Fires the | 
City of Los Angeles Has Ever 
Experienced, 


MAGNIFICENT IGNEOUS VIEW. 


THOUSANDS BEHOLD THE SPEC- 
TACLE OF BURNING FLUID, 


Nearly no Hundred Thousand Dol- 
lars’ Worth of Property Wiped 
Out by Flames—Heroic Work 
of the Firemen, 


A tiny flame that could have been 
extinguished by one whiff of an in- 
fant’s breath kindled a conflagration 
yesterday afternoon that consumed al- 
most entirely the Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s refinery and storage plant in 
this city entailing a loss that will not 
fall short of $50,000. Some estimates 
place the damage as high as $75,000. 

In intensity and stubbornness. to 
combat, this fire is unequalled by any 
the local fire department has ever had 
to contend with. 

Beginning shortly before. o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the flames roared 
and seethed the rest of the day, and far 
into the night. Indeed, at the hour of 
going to press the fire was not entirely 


quenched, nor will it be twenty-four | 


hours from the time it commenced. 
Oil on the water is a very good thing 
for counteracting the effects of a storm 
at sea, but, as evéry one knows, water 
on burning oil is of no avail in quell- 
ing a conflagration. So it was in this 
case; there was no course to pursue, 
except to allow the fire to burn itself 
out, the efforts of the firemen being 
directed to confihing the flames to the 
smallest compass possible. 
FIREMDBN’S HEROIC WORK. 
The firemen did heroic work. Never 
had they a more difficult task to ac- 
complish. Five minutes after the first 


alarm was sounded, the whole interior 
of the Standard Oil plant was aflame. 
Explosion after explosion resulted, and 
the flames shot hundreds of feet heav- , 
enward. Water was scarce. There was 
only one fire plug handy. One line of 
hose had to be laid a distance of 2100 
feet. A neighboring zanja helped some- 
what to relieve the situation, An en- 
gine was set to work pumping water 
from it. As already stated the water 
was of no avail in fighting the oil fire, 
but it prevented the communication of 
the flames to wooden buildings adjoin- 


ing: 

the wind was in the 
right direction. At the beginning there 
was scarcely a breath of air stirring. 
Later a gentle breeze blew from the 
southwest, driving the flames toward < 
the river. Had there been a stiff 
breeze from the north, “Dogtown,” as 
that section of the city lying west of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad yards is 
vulgarly termed, would have 
doomed. It is made up entirely of 
wooden buildings, mostly workingmen’s 
cottages, and no power on earth could 
have saved them had the flames been 
fanned by a ‘‘norther,’’ such as has, 
been lately blowing. 

Toward nightfall the wind veered a 
little ‘toward the south, and for a 
while it looked as though the cottages 
on Aurora street, adjoining the Stand- 
ard Oi: Works, were doomed, but the 
breeze was so slight that the flames 
were not driven any considerable dis- 
tance, and the firemen continued to 
hold them in check. 

MAGNIFICENT SPECTACLE. 


‘streets and 


From a spectacular point of view the 
fire was grand beyond description. 
its inception a column of dense smoke 
shot into the air a thousand feet or 
more. It ascended perpendicularly un- 
til it touched the lowering clouds. 
From all parts of the city this dark, 
writhing column was visible. People 
from afar did not have to be told that 
oil was burning. No other fire could 
produce the same effect. It was patent 
to all that a large quantity of petroleum 
Was in flames. The only question was 
which of the oil-storing or refining 
plants was burning, for there are sev- 
eral plants of the kind in the vicinity 
of the San Fernando-street yards of the 
Southern Pacific Railway. 

Gradually the people began to gravi- 
tate toward the pillar of smoke. All 
the street cars were crowded with cu- 
rious-minded folk, who wanted to see 
what was burning. Many went in ve- 
hicles of various kinds, and hundreds 
of cyclists scorched toward the scene 
of conflagration. In a remarkably 
short time the surrounding streets and 
- hills literally swarmed with humanity. 

The neighboring bridges—the Dow- 
ney avenue bridge and the Buena Vista 
Street bridge across the Los Angeles 
River—were points of vantage that af- 
forded hundreds of spectators a splen- 
did view of the fire. The terraces 
at the entrance to Elysian Park were 
another vantage ground, and thousands 
availed themselves af the opportunity 
of viewing the conflagration, while re- 
clining on the velvety sward. Tops of 
freight cars in the Southern Pacific 
yards and the electric railway via- 
duct had their share of sightseers, and 
thousands of others for blacks around 
swarmed the streets and vacant places 
all intent on watching the sea of roar- 
ing flames. Even the tower of the 
Courthouse, a mile distant, was full 
of people watching the grand pan- 
orama. Other tall buildings in the up- 
town region and the hill section of 
‘the city were full of watchers. 

BLAZING AMPHITHEATER. 
Had the conflagration been designed

for spectacular effect, the lacation 
could not have been better chosen. It 
was in a sort of natural amphithea- 
ter, the high ground all around af- 
fording a splendid opportunity for 
watching the progress of the flames. 


but as tank after tank of the oil ex- 
ploded the scene was simply magnifi- 
cent. Each explosion was followed by 
a-spherical volume of flame capped 
with a column of inky smake, which 
shot hundreds of feet into the air, 
the particles twining and intertwin- 
ing in wonderful convolutions. 

When darkness fell over the land- 
e@cape, the scene was still more magnifi- 
cent. The sky was overcast with a 
canopy of dark clouds, from which was 
reflected the glare of the fire in ever- 
eohanging glory. the windows 
ef buildings half a mile distant the 
Games were reflected, making it appear 
4s though the buildings themselves 
were filled with leaping fire. 

Vatil late at night, thousands of 


peo- 


ple remained in the vicinity to watch 
the carnival of the flames, and were 
well entertained by the spectack. 


ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 


Lighting of a Match by a Smoker 
Caused It. 

Whiffe the individual who is responsi- 
ble for the fire is not known, all ac- 
a 
match, presumably to lighta pipe, cigar, 


or cigarette, started it a-going. 


Art Stevens, a boy 17 or 18 years old, 


/who has been employed as a driver for 


Morris & Jones, oil retailers, was load- 
ing a tank wagon with benzine or dis- 
tillate of petroleum, from a tank in- 
side the inclosure of the Standard Oil 
Company’s works. The tank he was 
loading from was a little larger than 
the average petroleum tank car. Stev- 
ens was on his wagon, and the benzine 
was flowing from the tank, openly, Sato 
the tank wagon. The stuff is highly 
evaporative, and the vapor thus pro- 
duced is highly inflammable. 

‘Stevens said to a Times _ reporter, 
shortly after the beginning of the fire, 
that some one, he did not know who, 
struck a match while he was loading. 
Instantly there was an explosion, and 
his wagon was on fire. The horses 
took fright and dashed out of the gate. 
He lost his balance and fell off the 
Wagon at the gate, but was not hurt. 
The frightened team ran lickety-split 
down the railroad track. The burning 
wagon was soon upset, and the horses 
detached therefrom. The wagon burned 
up where it lay, and the horses con- 
tinued their mad flight, no one knew 
where. 

Another boy, who was present, in- 
formed the reporter that Stevens him- 
self struck a match, but the lad 
vehemently denied this. Stevens said 
he does not smoke, and was too well 
aware of the danger of fire to light a 
match in the oil warehouse. He de- 
clared emphatically that a match was 
struck by some one else. 

Be that as it may, an explosion oc- 
curred shortly before 3 o'clock and an 
oil wagon loading in the yard took fire 
and the team ran away. . The valve 
of the benzine tank being left open, 
the stuff flooded the floor and was in- 
stantly ablaze. 

E. &. Sullivan, local manager for the 


| Standard Oil Company, was in the of- 


fice, inside the enclosure. He heard 
the explosion, and glancing out the 
window, saw the yard ablaze. In- 
stantly he ordered the alleged fire- 
proof doors of the warehouse where 
canned oil was stored, closed. It was 
but a few moments, however, before 
the whole interior of the oil works 
yard was ablaze. Manager Sullivan 
and his assistants, seeing that’ the 
whole plant was threatened, removed 
the books and valuables from the office 
and.turned in an alarm from box 212 
at the corner of Aurora and San Fer- 
nando streets, where the works are lo- 
cated. 

WHERE THE FIRE OCCURRED. 

The plat of ground occupied by the 
Standard Oil Company is bounded by 
Olympia, Aurora and San Fernando 
the Santa Fé Railway 
tracks. On the Aurora street side there 
is a row of workingmen’s cottages. On 


the north of the oil plant is a small 
‘brick building owned by the Brooks 


Fruit Packing Company. The rest of 
the tract, less than one acre, within 
the boundaries named, is the oil com- 
pany’s property. It consisted of a 
brick office building and warehouse 
fronting on the San Fernando street 
side, the company’s stable at the south 
end fronting on Olympia street, and a 
score or more of ojl tanks of various 
sizes, scattered over the ground; also 
a distilling plant and engine house. 
FIRST: ALARM. 

The first alarm was rung at 2:55 
o'clock p.m. Engine companies 1 and 3 
responded, and Assistant Fire Chief 
Smith was soon on the ground. When 
Smith arrived he saw at a glance the 
touch job that confronted the depart- 
ment, so he turned in a seeond alarm 
at 3:15 o’clock, for reinforesments. It 
was with difficulty that Smith reache-l 
the fire box, as the flames ‘ver2 swirling. 
in great volumes around it. hief 
Moore arrived just as Smith was turn- 
ing in the second alarm, and engine 
companies 6 and 8 were soon on hand; 
also chemical Nos. 5 and 2 and hose 
carriage No. 7. 

Chief Moore, and his assistant, Smith, 
energetically set themselves to saving 
what property they could. They were 
handicapped by a scarcity of water, 
there being only one plug near by. 
Engine No. 1 was set to work at this, 
while No. 3 had to hunt a plug more 
than 2000 feet distant. The big engine, 
No. 8, was set to work at the ZAanja 
Madre, about 500 feet away, and No. 6 
Was sent back home, there being no 
room. for it to work. No. 6’s hose was 
retained, and in all four streams of 
water were utilized. 

It was useless to pour water upon 
the burning oil, so the attention of the 
firemen was directed to saving the ad- 
jacent property, and the stables of the 
Standard Oil Company at the soutbern 
end of the yard. 

The people occupying the cottages 
fronting on Aurora street, and abutting 
the oil works, lost no time in moving 
out. Their goods and furniture were 
removed to a safe distance, and then 
the firemen energetically poured water 
on the houses to save them from 
burning. In this work they were emi- 
nently successsful. 

The hardest work of all was to save 
the Standard Oil Company's stable. 
Burning oil flowed under the flow of 
a shed adjoining it, and the firemen 
had to work like demons to get it ex- 
tinguished. The stable proper, a two- 
story brick structure, was not damaged 
at all. 

The firemen also saved four tanks 
of oil containing from 180,000 to 200,000 
gallons. They did this, by shutting off 
the draft at the bottom with sacks of 
bran and blarikets which théy covered 
with earth and then drowned out the 
flames at the top with streams of 
water. The engine-house, containing 
two engines used in pumping oil, was 
also saved. 


TREMENDOUS EXPLOSIONS. 
The brick warehouse which was sup- 


‘posed to have fire-proof doors, melted 


away like snow in a Chinook wind, 
and the contents, thousands of cans 
of kerosene and gasoline, made the 
hottest fire of the whole conflagration. 

Tank after tank blew up. The ex- 
plosion was usually a mild one. The 
tanks all had top vents and base ven- 


‘tilators so that it was impossible for 
gas to accumulate in them. 


This pre- 
vented serious explosions. There was 


only a muffled report when a tank blew 
up, and a column of fire that shot high 
into the air. 
From the start the view was grand, 


The spectacle was mag- 
nificent, viewed from any point. The 


black smoke ascended to heaven in a 


column of tremendous majesty. At the 
base it was lighted with a fire of ex- 
ceeding beauty. After nightfall explo- 
sions were less frequent, but the 
scene continued to be fascinating to 
& marked degree. 
AN EARLY MORNING EXPLOSION. 
Two engines kept pouring water on 
the fire all night. At 1:45 o’clock a.m., 
two large tanks blew up, with a tre- 
mendous report. The concussion was 
so severe that several persons in the vi- 
cinity were thrown off their feet. No 
one was injured, however. The blazing 
oil scattered by this explosion made 
the work of the firemen more difficult 
than ever, but they continued to keep 
the flames from reaching the remain- 


ing property, the stable, engine-house

and two small tanks being all that was 
left intact. 


The tanks that held out last were 


built by the Lacy Manufacturing Com- 
pany six or eight years ago. 


INCIDENTS OF THE FIRE, 
Three Cars of Hay Burned—Heroic 
Work of Firemen, 

When. the fice broke out three cars 
of hay were standing on the second 
track east of the Standard Oil W orks, 
and before a Santa Fé switch engine 
could reach them to get them out of 
the way, they were in flames, and be- 


| yond help from the firemen who were 


paying more attention to the build- 
ings on the north and south sides of 
the oil works. The hay belonged to 
the Standard Oil Company. The Santa 
Fé also had four empty cars on a spur 
adjoining the tanks, to which a switch 
engine coupled, and, although = the 
Sides of the cars were blazing, pulled 
them to Cudahy’s packing-house, 
Where a stream of water was turned 
on, and the flames extinguished. 

Union Tank Line car, No. 3565, par- 
tially filled with orude oil, and South- 
ern California Railway car, No. 5209, 
filled with 153 barrels of oil, were 
left standing on the spur, it being im- 
possible for the switchmen to couple 
them to the four cars taken away. It 
seemed for a time as though the 
tank cars would escape destruction, but 
later on the flames burned away the 
hose connecting the Union Tank-line 
car with one of the large tanks. This 
allowed the oil to escape, and the flames 
licking it up soon laid the woodwork 
on the car in ashes, and the oil in the 
tank boiling out, cast liquid flame in 
every direction. The second tank car 
followed suit, and for an hour that cor- 
ner of the building was a seething 
mass of flames. This in time ignited 
gasoline tank, containing 12,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline. At the time it took 
fire everybody expected the oil to be 
thrown in every direction. Instead of 
this, it leaped into the air, fully 200 
feet. with a roar like a hurricane, then 
dropped back, leaving only a column of 
the densest black smoke imaginable. 
Again it flashed up, then dropped back 
only to bubble and boil over continu- 
ally, until the entire contents of the 
tank was consumed. 

The firemen were hampered in some 
degree by the fact that they were 
obliged to stretch such long lines of 
hose, one engine being over two blocks 
away. Nevertheless, they managed to 
save from the flames a cottage on the 
south, adjoining the brick wall of the 
works, and confined the flames to the 
inside of the works, where it started. 

While the flames were creeping up to 
the tank cars, Thomas Seaford, an oil 
man who works in the oil district, 
climbed to the top-of the loaded car, 
and unscrewed. the top plate. By doing 
this he probably prevented an explo- 
sion, as had the cap been left on, the 
gases generated by the flames inside 
the tank would probably have caused 
- to burst, scattering oil in every direc- 
tion. 

People living in houses on the south 
of the works moved their effects into 
the street at the first alarm, fully ex- 
pecting the fire to spread to their 
dwellings. The fact that the wind kept 
in the west, and the good work done 
by the fire department in thorouszhly 
wetting down adjacent buildings, pre- 
vented the spread of the fire, although 
it was a pretty hard fight. 

When the first alarm was given peo- 
ple up town paid little or no attention 
to it, but within a few minutes the 
column of black smoke was seen in the 
north, while now and then the flames 
could be distinguished through it. 
This was enough, and everybody mcved 
in the direction of the fire. ‘The vieduct 
over the river at Downey avenwe made 
an excellent point for observing the 
fire, although at times it became e. lit- 
tle too warm for comfort. Klysian 
Park front was lined with people, as 
also was the fence and street along 
Buena Vista street from the viaduet 
for over two blocks. 

General Manager Miller of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company, arrived in Los An- 
geles, just in time to see the fire. He 
had just left the overland train, and 
boarded a street car to take him to 
the works, when the fire broke out. His 
presence gave assurance to the em- 
ployés and assisted them in doing their 
best to stay the ravages of the flames. 

The only fire approximating this one 
in character and amount of damages, 
was that of Whittier, Fuller & Co.’s 
plant on San Fernando street, nine 
years ago. Three years ago the Stand- 
ard Oil Company’s stable was burned, 
and this is the first serious oil fire: 
since that date, 


Early Morning Fire. 

At 2:35 o’clock this morning Officer 
Matuskiewiz discovered flames issuing 
from the. roof of a restaurant at- No. 
204 South Los Angeles street and turned 
in an alarm. The restaurant, Leith- 
aupt’s brass works and Bennett’s liv- 
ery stable were all damaged, but the 
flames were soon gotten under control. 


The restaurant suffered the greatest 
damage. 


BURNED TO DEATH. 


While Filling a Lamp Mrs. Kent's 
Clothes Caught Fire. 

Mrs. E. E. Kent, aged 74 years, was 
burned to death at 5:30 o’clock yester- 
day evening in the Macy Block, at the 
junction of Main and Alameda streets. 
The two upper stories of the building 
are used as a lodging-house, and Mrs. 
Kent had two rooms on the _— second 
floor, She was filling a ocal oil lamp 
from a five-gallon can by the light of 
a candle. The oil can had been placed 
in a horizontal position on a chair and 
a newspaper had been put on the floor 
to protect the carpet. The lighted can- 
dle was near by, and in some manner 
it was Knocked over. The paper  be- 
came ignited, and in her haste to ex- 
tinguish the flames, Mrs. Kent 
neglected to turn off the oil or re- 
move the can. As a_ result, the oil 
quickly spread over the floor and 
caught fire. 

Mrs. Kent’s clothes became ignited, 
and she ran screaming into the hall, 
where J. W. Frey, who conducts a 
mantel business on. the first floor of 
the building, and E. R. Evans, @ 
roomer in the lodging-house, attempted 
to extinguish the flames enveloping 
Mrs. Kent. They finally succeeded, 
but the woman was fatally burned. and 
died in a few minutes. Both of Frey’s 
hands were severely scorched, 

Frey and Evans then turned their 
attention to the room, which was 
ablaze, and, with the assistance of F. 
W. Peasley and W. A. Lothrop of the 
Troy laundry, Nick Quierolo§ and 
others, the flames were soon subdued. 
The Babcock fire-extinguisher from the 
Troy laundry, which is on the oppo- 
site side of the street, was used to 
good advantage. The flames were con- 
fined to the room in which the fire 
originated. The damage will amount 
to about $200. 

Mrs. Kent, the victim, was a native 
of Massachusetts, and was a little over 
74 years of age. She was remariably 
vigorous, and well-preserved for one of 
her years. Her husband died in Den- 
ver about ten years ago, since which 
time she has resided in this city. J. 
M. Kent a son of the deceased, is now 
in New York, the son’s wife, Mrs. 
R. EB. Kent, residing at No. 325 South 
Hill street. this city. 

The remains were taken to the un- 


dertaking parlors of Orr & Hines, 
where an inquest will be held this 
morning. 
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MADE TROUBLE FOR HIMSELF. 


Plumber Kirkpatrick Finds it Ex- 
pensive to Trifle With Justice, 

Plumbing Contractor A. H. Kirkpat- 
rick is having more trouble with the 
court than he had bargained for. He 
was arrested some time ago on cotn- 
plaint of Plumbing Inspector Benmett 
for violation of the plumbing ordi- 
nance. Instead of waiving a jury and 
demanding an immediate hearing as 
the easiest and quickest way to de- 
termine whether he was guilty or not, 
Kirkpatrick demanded a jury trial and 
is said to have remarked that he 
would make the court as much trou- 
ble as possible. He seems to have made 
only trouble for himself, however. 

A venire of twenty jurymen was sum- 
moned and the case was set for trial 
yesterday moming. The jurors were 
on hand, and so were the witnesses for 
the prosecution, but Kirkpatrick, who 
was out on bail, did not appear. After 


| waiting a reasonable length of time 


for the tardy defendant, Justice Ovens 
dismissed the veniremen, declared the 
defendant’s bail forfeited, and issued 
a bemch warrant for his arrest. 

When Kirkpatrick was brought into 
court on the bench warrant later in 
the day, he had changed his mind about 
makine’ trouble for the court. ‘He 
apologized for his failure to appear by 
explaiming that he was mistaken about 
the date for trial He thought it had 
been set for teday. He was willing 
to waive a jury now. The court raised 
his bail from $30 cash to $50 cash or 
$100 bonds, and set the hearing for to- 
day at 2 o’clock. | 


CRAZY CURRAN. 


Says He Escaped from an Asylum at 
Athens, O. 

George Thomas Curran, the beggar 
who stabbed C. N. Earl twice in the 
back on Monday afternoon in -front of 
the Westminster Hotel, upon the lat- 
ter’s refusal to give him alms, is un- 
A perusal of the 
letter found among Curran’s effects 
Tuesday afternoonu showed it to be 
either the production of a diseased 
mind or the low cunning of a design- 
ing criminal, and the matter was 
solved to the satisfaction of the offi- 
cers yesterday by the confession of 
Curran himself. 

A man who had es one time lived 
in the same lodging-house with Curran 
called at the City Jail to see him. 
Harry ‘Johnson, private secretary to 
Chief Glass, conducted the man to Cur- 
ran’s cell and engaged him in conver- 
sation. He was less rational than 
usual, and Johnson remarked, on the 
impulse of the moment: 

“Say, Curran, what asylum did you 
escape from, anyway?” 

Curran looked startled for a moment, 
but then replied, calmly: 

“From the insane asylum at Athens, 
O. It is in charge of Dr. E. J. Cook. 
The dirty scrub is a Mason, and as he 
did everything against me I made my 
escape. I was committed for hypnotic 
suicide.’’ 

Chief Glass, on being notified, at 
once wrote to the asylum officials for 
corroboration of Curran’s story. 

Curran was arraigned yesterday be- 
fore Justice Owens, who held him in 
$10,000 bail for examination Decem- 
ber 10. 

Mr. Earl continues to improve, and 
will probably be out in a fortnight.

WHERE “IS ROSE? | 


ABSENCE OF THE GAMEWELL 
COMPANY’S AGENT. 


Left the City Last Thursday Pre. 


Samably for Fresno, but Has not 
Been Seen There. 


HAD PLENTY OF GOLD COIN. 


OASHED A LARGE CHECK HERE 
JUST BEFORE LEAVING, 


Important Messages from His Com. 
pany Received Since — Peculiar - 
Statements of His San Fran- 
cisco Associate. 


The friends in this city and in San 
Francisco of R. A. Rose, Pacific Coast 
agent of the Gamewell Fire Alarm Tel- 
egraph Company of New York, are 
wondering, almost alarmed, what has 
become of him. For a week they 
have made every effort to communicate 
with him on business and other mat- 
ters, some of them of great impor- 
tance, but they have been unable to do 
so, and they cannot understand why 
he has not notified them where he is 
and what he is doing. 

Rose is well known in this city, and 
in every city of any size on the Coast, 
his acquaintance being naturally most 
intimate in the fire departments of the 
cities, for it was with them that he 
did most of his business. He has been 
in Los Angeles a number of times this 
year on business and has pending here 
contracts amounting to nearly or quite 
$20,000. His last visit here was for the 
purpose of placing a bid before the 
City Council for fifty new fire-alarm 
boxes and other electrical apparatus, 
the price of which should have been, 
had his bid been correct, more than 
$11,000. He also submitted a bid for 
the installation of the proposed police 
signal system, the price of which in 
his bid was $9975. He had been here a 
number of times at frequent intervals 
preparing for these two contracts, and 
once spent nearly a month in this city. 

When his bid for the fifty fire-alarm 
boxes was opened in the Council two 
weeks ago it was discovered that he 
had made a mistake of $5000 in it. The 
Council was not disposed to take ad- 
vantage of his mistake and upon his 
agreement to pay the cost of advertis- 
ing for the erroneous bid, the matter 
was again submitted to bids, and the 
advertisement is now being published. 
The time for filing the new bids has 
been fixed at December 19. After the 
rejection of his first bid by the Coun- 
cil, which was done at a special meeting 
last Thursday he went to the City 
Clerk and secured tHe check for $500 
which had accompanied his bid to bind 
the contract, but did not deposit a new 
bid. He had up another $500 check on 
the police signal system, and this re- 
mains in the hands of the City Clerk. 
The contract for the signal system 
was hung up in the Police Commission 
Tuesday morning for the reason that 
the price was not satisfactory to the 
members, especially as they did not un- 
derstand just what they were to re- 
ceive under the contract, such as tele- 
phones in the boxes and other equip- 
ment. Rose was not there to explain 
and the matter was referred to a cdm- 
mittee of the board to await his return. 

The last seen of Rose in this city 
was on Thursday of last week. On 
that day the Council had rejected his 
first bid at his request, and he had se- 
cured his check for $500. Whether he 
secured the cash on it is not known. 
The check was on the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank and covered'‘a portion 
of a deposit that Rose had made thére 
fm order to be able to put up his check 
with his bids. 

CASHED A BIG CHECK. 

On Thursday after the session of the 
Council, Rose appeared at the office of 
Chief Moore in the City Hall, and 
asked Assistant Chief Smith if he 
would accompany him to the bank sim- 
ply to'state who he was, so that he 
could get a check cashed. Smith con- 
sented, and the two went to the First 
National Bank in Smith’s buggy. On 
the way Rose repeatedly told Smith 
that the check was a large one, but the 
latter thought nothing of that at the 
time. On reaching the bank Smith told 
the teller who Rose was, and after 
some hesitation the check was cashed, 
Smith not being asked to indorse it. 
The check was on the Crocker-Wool- 
worth Bank of San Francisco, and was 


_ for $2300. He was asked how he wanted 


the money, and replied that he would 
take it all in gold. That amount in 
gold is no light load, but Rose put it 
into his side coat pockets and returned 
with Smith to the City Hall. 

Soon after drriving there he stated 
that he was going north that night, 
and asked that if any inquiries were 
made for him that whoever inquired be 
told that he had gone to Fresno. Since 
his arrival here he had been in consu)- 
tation several times each day with 
City Electrician Francis as to the ma- 
terial that was to be furnished. They 
had Known each other for a long time 
and were on terms of. intimacy. On 
Thursday Mr. Francis desired to see 
Rose,’ and the latter knew it, but he 
did not tell Francis of his intended trip 
to Fresno, or wherever he went. He 
left the office of the fire department in 
the afternoon and has not been there 
since. About. 9:30 o’clock Thursday 
night Rose was seen at the Fourth- 
street entrance to the Van Nuys Hotel. 
He had a small satchel in his hand, 
and stated that he was going to Fresno 
on important business. He seemed to 
be waiting for the car to the Arcade 
depot. So far as is known, that was 
the last seen of him here by any per- 
son who knew him. 

It was not until Monday that his ac- 
quaintances here began to regard his 
actions as peculiar, and began convers- 
ing about it. It was thought, of course, 
‘that he would be at the meeting’ of the 
Board of Police Commissioners Tues- 
day morning, for he knew his bid for 
the police signal system was to be con- 
sidered. He had said when he left 
Thursday that he would return the first 
of the week. When he did not appear 
Tuesday morning the surprise of his 
friends increased. Tuesday morning a 
package was received through Wells- 
Fargo Express Company from his of- 
fice in San Francisco. As it was sup- 
posed that the contents of this package 
had something to do with the police 
signal system bid, it was opened, but 
instead of being what had been ex- 
pected the contents of the package 
were such as to increase the surprise 
at his continued absence. Among other 
things in the package was a note from 
Andrew J. Coffee, Rose’s associate in 
the Gamewell agency at San Francisco. 
The note appealed to Rose to send 
Coffee at least $100. It stated that there 
was not a cent in the office, and that 
it was even impossible to buy postage 
stamps for the every-day business. 
There was also some reference to a 
settlement with a San Francisco elec- 
trical company, but of this subject 
nothing is known here, and the letter 
only indicated that there was a settie- 
ment of some kind due, and it was im- 
portant that it be made at once. 

Then a friend of Rose used the 
wires and informed Coffee that Ra-e 
was thought to be in Fresno, hit 
what use of this information Coffee 
made is not known. 

Yesterday morning two telegrams 


were received from Rose, and under 
the circumstances his friends, who 
received them naturally supposed they 
were important, so they opened them, 
As to their importance only Rose and 
the Gamewell company knows, for both 
of them were from the headquarters of 
the company in New York. One of the 
telegrams ordered Rose to take a stor- 
age battery from the depot at San José, 


} and the telegram indicated that this 


was his second notice to do sao. It is 
understood that Rose had a deal with 
the city of San José to sell a storage 
battery, but the deal fell through. It 
is supposed that the battery is in the 
depot there and that the home office 
of the company has been notified of 
it twice. 

The other telegram indicated that an 
urgent necessity exists for the set- 
tlement with the San Francisco elec- 
trical company referred to in Coffee’s 
letter. Of course it was impossible for 
his friends to deliver the telegrams or 
to forward them to Rose. s 

The matter had reached such a stage 
that Chief Moore of the fire department 
decided that it was but justice to the 
company that it be informed of Rose’s 
absence. Accordingly he wrote the 
manager of the campany- at New York 
an official letter in which he stated 
briefly what has been stated in the 
foregoing, except that he did not enter 
into details. He signed this letter offi- 
cially and mailed it. It is supposed that 
the company will on receipt of this let- 


ter instruct some person in this city to 


place its bid for fifty fire-alarm boxes 
before the City Council on 
inst., but that is of course problemat- 
ical, and then Rose may return betore 
that time. 

Thinking that Rose might have gone 
to Fresno as he said, a telegram was 
sent to the chief of the fire department 
in that city, asking him if he had 
seen Rose, The following telegram was 
received in reply: A 

“R. A. Rose I have not seen here yet.” 
- [Signed] “E. R. HIGGINS.” 
COFFEE’S PECULIAR STATEMENT. 

After the failure of Rose to appear at 
the Police Commission meeting Tues- 
day, and. when it became Known that 
he had secured so much money befvre 
leaving, and after Coffee, his Sar 
Francisco associate, had sent such a 
strong appeal for funds, an effort was 
made to learn through Coffee if Rose 
could be located. He was seen in San 
Francisco by a Times correspondent 
and told of what had happened here. 
In Coffee’s statement he indicates that 
the use of money to buy votes is some- 
thing that does not seem to be new to 
him. He gives as a positive reason for 
Rose’s absence that he did not want to 
have to pay money to Councilmen here. 
That such a reasoning is preposterous 
need not be stated but that the as- 
sertion should be made only adds to tne 
said is told in-the foliowing exclusive 
surprise incident to the case. What ne 
dispatch to the Times: 

COFFEE INTERVIEWED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 7. 1898.— 
When told tonight that there was sus- 
picion that Rose had left Los Angeles 
surreptitiously with a large sum of 
money, Andrew J. Coffee, his associate 
in the agency for the Pacific Coast, ex- 
pressed the utmost surprise. Said he: 
‘Rose is the Pacific Coast agent of the 
Gamewell Company of New York, 
which furnished the fire-alarm boxes 
of San Francisco. He has been ar- 
ranging his affairs for some time to 
go East, where an even more respon- 
sible place has been offered him with 
the same company. On the 25th of 
last month he went to Los Angeles to 
make a bid before the Council of that 
city for a contract to install the Game- 
well system. We have heard since he 
went away, that through a clerical er- 
ror, he bid $5000 less than he had in- 
tended to, but at his request the bid- 
ding was re-opened to give him another 
chance. 

“T can give as the reason for his go- 
ing to Fresno the fact that for some 
time we have been figuring with that 
city for putting in one of our storage 
battery systems there. The fact that 
an election was about to be held in 
Los Angeles might have been the rea- 
son for his taking this time for a bus- 
iness visit to Fresno, to avoid the im- 
portunities of newly-elected Council- 
men and their friends, who would be 
certain to demand of him a sum of 
money for their votes in his interest. 
I know Rose to be a straight. man in 
every sense of the word, a devoted hus- 
band and father and given to no ex- 
travagances. His possession at this 
time of a large sum in cash I cannot 
explain, but I am not familiar with all 
of his dealings with the company he 
represents. If it be said that Rose 
stole the money I must be utterly in- 
credulous, for $3000 would be a small 
sum for a man to take who has op- 
portunities, were he dishonest, to steal 
ten or twenty times that amount.” 

CAME HERE ALONE. 

So far as is known, Rose came here 
alone. On a former occasion he was 
accompanied by a woman who, he said, 
was his type writer. He was fre- 
quently teased by his friends because 
he had this woman with him. The 
woman Was in San Francisco Tuesday. 

There has heen no charge that Rose 
has skipped out on account of business 
difficulties, and there are those of his 
friends who believe that he will re- 
turn and can explain where he = has 
been, and why he has been there.
